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New Navy Air Policy 


Alters Shore Status 








OF deep interest to both the Army 
and Navy is the new Naval Air 
Operating Policy adopted by the Navy 
Department this week. : 

The statement of policy submitted to 
Secretary Adams by Adm. Pratt, Chief 
of Operations, outlines in detail, the 
role of naval aviation in war and peace 
and introduces into the complicated and 
controversial problem of aerial coast 
defense, a new factor of undetermined 
weight. 

In brief, the new policy declares that 
the Navy’s shore air bases are a part 
of the fleet and places some of them di- 
rectly under the command of units of 
the Fleet. ° ‘ 

As the position of the Army, in the 
coast defense fight, has been that the 
Navy has encroached upon their realm 
in quartering large numbers of planes 
at shore stations, which under the direc- 
tion of the commanding officer of the 
shore establishmeat, would be used in 
time of war to defend the coast, many 
naval officers believe that placing avia- 
tion on shore under the Fleet effectively 
settles the problem by “knocking the 
props from under the Army’s stand.” 

It is hardly expected that the mili- 
tary service will uccept this view, how- 
ever, and what weight the Administra- 
tion and Congress, which has long de- 
sired some settlement of the vexing 
problem, will give it, is another ques- 
tion. 

The text of the Air Policy follows: 

1. Effective April 1, 1931, the Naval 
Air Operating Poiicy is established as 
follows: 

Preamble 

Subject to any new developments in 
the art, or to circumstances which can- 
not now be foreseen, in which cases the 
Navy Department maintains the right 
to alter this policy, the following is 
enunciated as the Naval Air Operating 
Policy during Peace: 


I. General Policy and Principles 

The Navy has accepted the general 
principle laid down by the Morrow 
Board, that there should be three air 
arms—Military Air—Naval Air—Civil 
Air. It believes that “This Country” 
founded as it is in its primary govern- 
mental conception under “The Constitu- 
tion,” of the minimum amount of Cen- 
tral or Federal Control, compatible 
with the successful co-ordination of 
State Effort, and representing an at- 
tempt by Government. to function 
through “Co-operation” rather than 
through Central Control, deriands au- 
tomatically of its various Federal or- 
ganizations an attempt to recognize 
this principle, in the functioning of its 
several distinct parts. It believes that 
this principle is sound and efficient for 
a Country constituted as we are, and 
for this reason the Navy has accepted 
whole-heartedly the principle laid down 
by the Morrow Board, as being for the 
best interests of “The Country.” It 
further believes that the principle of 
co-operation is in general correct in the 
matter of National Defense, such direct 
control as may be required being fur- 
nished by the spirit and precept of the 
Constitution. 

While in theory the organization of 
National Defense under one Central 
Control Body looks well on paper and 
in theory has many virtues, yet in prac- 
tice it is suited best to smaller and 
more autocratically conducted units, and 
under stress of National Emergency 
would break down from its overload 
and be replaced by a system function- 
- under the principle of “Co-opera- 
ion.” 

None of the principles or general 
character of operation indicated here- 
tofore, violate the principle of “Unity 
of Command” when any particular 
military necessity demands it. On the 
contrary adherence to the principle of 
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Gen. Summerall Urges Greater C. of S. 
Powers; Says Medical Service Inadequate 
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APPENDICES to the final report of 

Gen. Charles P. Summerall, as 
Chief of Staff, the text of which were 
not included in the original print made 
public, are revealed in the final publi- 
cation as issued this week. 

Of great interest is Appendix “B” 
which is a copy of a memorandum 
from Gen. Summerall to the Secretary 
of War dated April 1, 1930, in which 
the then Chief of Staff submitted the 
draft of a proposed Army Regulation 
“restating, with appropriate changes, 
the duties, functions, and responsibili- 
ties of the Chief of Staff.” 

The principle change recommended 
by Gen. Summerall was to give the 
Chief of Staff “supervision and con- 
trol, under the Secretary of War, over 
the types, kinds, qualities, time and 
place of delivery, of materiel and sup- 
plies of whatever kind for delivery 
purposes.” 

Appendix “C” is a copy of a pro- 
posed revision of Army Regulations, 


No. 700-10, “Supplies—Storage and is- 
sue.” The revision would have the ef- 
fect of “bringing the storage, distribu- 
tion, and issue of supplies after pro- 
curement and upon receipt in general 
depots, within the military chain of 
command.” 

In his proposed revision of AR 700- 
10, Gen. Summerall eliminates para- 
graph la which stated “The procure- 
ment of all military supplies and other 
business of the War Department per- 
taining thereto has been placed under 
the supervision of the Assistant Sec- 
retary of War.” Throughout the en- 
tire regulation he substituted the term 
“supply services” for the present “‘sup- 
ply branches.” 

The proposed change also would 
eliminate paragraph 7a (1) which 
charged the chief of each supply branch 
with “Full responsibility for the prop- 
er storage and issue of supplies per- 
taining to his branch, subject to the

Slur on Flag Officers 


Arouses Speculation 


UCH discussion has followed in the 
wake of the annual report of Sec- 
retary Adams. 

In his report, the Secretary has this 
to say: 

“It at times happens that officers 
who have been selected to flag rank do 
not fully measure up to the demands 
made’ upon them and yet remain upon 
the active list, keeping from it offi- 
cers who fully measure up to those de- 
mands. It is believed that the prin- 








ciple of selection should be extended 
to the flag list and that flag officers 
should be selected from the lower half 
to the upper half of the list. Flag of- 
ficers not so selected should be retired 
immediately. 

“The system of selection has now 
reached such a point that a large per- 
centage of the officers who are avail- 
able for promotion to flag rank can 
not be so promoted. These officers 
have been passed upon by two selection 
boards and have devoted years of ser- 
vice to the Navy and their country. 
As a reward for their long and faith- 
ful service. it is recommended that the 
selection board, after having selected 
captains for promotion to the grade of 
rear admirals upon the active list, 
should be empowered and directed to 
then select for promotion to the grade 
of rear admiral on the retired list, 
from among those captains who have 
been passed over, the ones whose rec- 
ords are such, in the opinion of the 
selection board, as to justify such pro- 
motion. The cost of such legislation 
would be practically nil and the in- 
creased gain to morale would be very 
great.” 

In Congress, as well as in naval 
circles, these’ questions are asked: 

Officers now on the list of rear ad- 
mirals were selected from the grade 
of captain. 

If any of the officers selected were 
not fully up to the demands made upon 
them, how did it happen that they were 
picked by the Selection Board? 

What will be the ‘effect on the 
morale of the Navy to state that cer- 
tain flag officers do not “fully measure 
up” to the responsibilities of their posi- 
tion? 

At present, all flag officers are 
under suspicion of unfitness. In jus- 
tice to those who are able and can ade- 
quately discharge the responsibilities 
of their rank, should they not.be spe- 
cificially named?

Service Legislation 
Problem In Congress 





May Urge S. 4 
ALTHOUGH extremely hopeful 
of action upon the joint pro- 
posals of pay and promotion for 
the services, Senator Reed told 
the Army and Navy Journal this 
week that if possibilities of ac- 
tion fade, he will go to: the House 
leaders and endeavor to secure 
passage of his bill, S. 4, the Army 
promotion measure. This bill has 

already passed the Senate. 


UNDER the surface in Congress, a 

battle royal is being fought in con- 
nection with service legislation. It is 
realized that public sentiment is de- 
manding action at this session, which 
in some way will take care of the per- 
sonnel needs of the Army, the Navy and 
the Marine Corps, but apprehension of 
the huge deficit forecast by the Presi- 
dent is responsible for the effort to 
develop a solution which will cause 
the least possible disbursement of ad- 
ditional money. 

The House of Representatives has 
gone so far as to approve a provision 
forbidding any increase of pay for 
employes of the Federal departments. 
The Senate has refused to assent to 
any such principle. The differences 
between the two houses will be com- 
posed, of course, but it is evident that 
the agreement which will be reached 
will curb considerably the pay increase 
proposals. Congressman LaGuardia, 
of New York, who objects to the pro- 
hibitjon of pay increase, says he in- 
tends to ask Mr. Wood, Chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee, if that 
prohibicion will be included in the ap- 
propriation bills for the Army and 
Navy and Marine Corps. Of. course, 
nothing of the kind will be done, and 
the pay increases provided for the 
Services will continue as at present. 

As showing further the temper of 
the House, in pm | the bill appro- 
priating $110,000,000 for the relief of 
unemployment, something like $40,000,- 
000 were eliminated in committee. 

Commenting on the action of the 
committee, Congressman Byrns said: 

“We began with the War Depart- 
ment in our hearings, and it was de-. 
veloped, under the head of ‘seacoast 
defenses,’ that more than $3,000,000 
was to be expended—for what? For 
the purchase of searchlights, subma- 
rine mines, and the construction of fire- 
control stations. Searchlights! I asked 
what on earth searchlights had to do 
with this unemployment. * * * If the 
lump sum had been granted, they were 
going to spend over $5,500,000 for am- 
munition to be added, of course, to the 
$650,000,000 worth of ammunition that 
we have in store at the Rock Island 
Arsenal and some of the other arsenals 
throughout the country.” 

These matters are referred to be- 
cause they indicate the attitude of the 
House in connection with appropria- 
tions for the Services including pay. 
Already, the report has gained circu- 
lation at the Capitol that the enactment 
of the Interdepartmental Pay Board’s 
recommendations will cost $81,000,000 
additional, and with every Senator and 
member participating, as the President 
charged, in a raid upon the Treasury, 
their desire is to get what they can for 
their respective communities. 

It is only the force of public opin- 
ion which is keeping the Service sit- 
uation before Congress and causing 
leaders of that body to seek some way 
of showing the country that they have 
given it attention. 

Nothing was done this week about 
the Service pay increase’ proposal. 
Senator Reed was unabfe to get the 
Congressional Committee together, as 
anticipated, but says he will call a 
meeting for Tuesday of next week. In

the Dubuque, Iowa, American Tribune (Catholic). “The number of 1931 


graduates will number more than 400, but o 250 will get commissions. The 


others will receive a year’s pay and will then be dropped from the 
Death, retirement, dismissal, and resignation during the past year have not 
been sufficient to clear the way for the new men.” 


“THERE will be 200 midshipmen of the United States Navy next June without 

jobs,” avers the. Columbia, S. C., Record (Democrat). “This does have a

“THIS is due to the naval reduction, holds the Portland, Me., Press Herald 

(Ind ent), “which has been going on. Once before in the history of 
this institution a similar thing occurred. Within a few years, the Government 
was offering extra inducements to prevail upon the midshipmen it had turned 
away to reenter the Navy which stood in great need of their services. The 


same thing may happen again.” 


‘Ty? IS estimated that it costs the Government around $75,000 to educate one 
man at Annapolis,” says the Lynchburg, Va., Advance (Democratic), “and 
if it cannot use the services of 200 graduates, the Government will have ex- 
ded $15,000,000 to very little purpose.

“THIS will be due to a lack of vacancies in the authorized officer strength of 

the Navy, to the abnormal size of the class of 1931, and its lack of normal 
attrition,” claims the Rome, N. Y., Sentinel (Independent Democratic). “We 
cannot, of course, really reduce the Navy and continue to absorb the same num. 
ber of young officers. Yet the situation, as now presented, suggests a breach 
of faith on the part of the Government difficult to get around. Nearly all of 
the members of the class of 1931 entered with the expectation of making the 
Navy their life career. They might have educated themselves for other walks 
of life, had they supposed their services would not be required.” 


“ECONOMIC conditions have not been without their effect upon the graduatir 

class of the United States Naval Academy,” states the Nashville, T ny.

“b. That arrangements be made with 
the Veterans’ Bureau to care for Army 
personnel in Veterans’ Bureau hospitals 
at the same per diem rate as that paid 
the Army by the Veterans’ Bureau. 

“c. That no additional construction 
from Army funds be undertaken at 
the Army and Navy General Hospital, 
Hot Springs, Ark. 

“d. That the Veterans’ Bureau be 
requested to increase their per diem 
payments for the care of their pa- 
tients in Army hospitals to a figure 
more nearly approaching the actual 
cost of such care. 

“e, That, if the preceding recom- 
mendations be carried out, no increase 
in the personnel of the Medical De- 
partment be authorized.” 





Chief of Staff’s Duties 





Following is the proposed regula- 
tion which Gen. Summerall submitted 
to the Secretary of War setting forth 
his idea of the duties, functions and 
responsibilities of the Chief of Staff. 
As submitted to the Secretary it was 
accompanied by a statement from Maj. 
Gen. Edward A. Kreger, The Judge 
Advocate General, which said, “This 
proposed regulation is, in my opinion, 
in harmony with existing law, and I 
concur therein.” 

I. The Chief of Staff is detailed by 
the President from general of 
the line of the Army. Successful. per- 
formance of his duties requires that he 
shall enjoy the absolute official and 

confidence of both the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of War. 

II. The Chief of Staff is the military 
advisor of the President and the Secre- 
tary of War, directs the operations of 
the War Department General Staff, and 
as the agent of the Secretary of War 
coordinates all activities of the Mili- 
tary Establishment. 

Ill. The President’s command is ex- 
ercised through the of War 
and the Chief of Staff. 


of coordinating all activities of the 
Military Establishment, except the 
statutory function in connection with

procurement assigned by law to the 
Assistant Secretary of War, and such 
duties as the Secretary of War may 
delegate to one or the other Assistant 
Secretary of War. This carries with 
it the necessary incidental and implied 
power te control and make, or cause to 
be made any investigation or inspec- 
tion and in the name of the Secretary 
of War and as his agent to take ac- 
tion necessary to secure efficient dis- 
charge of these duties. 

V. The Chief of Staff, under the di- 
rection of the Secretary of War, is 
charged with the duty of supervising, 
controlling, and coordinating all com- 
ponents and agencies of the Military 
Establishment, to the end that an effi- 
cient, harmonious, and properly coor- 
dinated machine may be created and 
maintained for the better assurance of 
the national defense. The control and 
coordinating power of the Chief of 
Staff extends to and includes all the 
several branches and services of the 
Military Establishment. In addition 
the Chief of Staff performs such other 
duties, not otherwise specifically as- 
signed by law, as may be assigned to 
him by the President or the Secretary 
of War. 

VI. The supervision vested in the 
Chief of Staff includes primarily duties 
pertaining to command and its ad- 
juncts; to discipline, training, and re- 
cruitment of the Army; to military op- 
erations, distribution of supply and 
personnel, inspections, armament, for- 
tifications, military education and in- 
struction; and to all matters of a kin- 
dred nature, but including also such 
duties connected with fiscal adminis- 
tration and supply as are committed 
to him by the Secretary of War. 

VII. In connection with all duties 
within the scope of his power of super- 
visory control and coordination, and 
more particularly those duties enumer- 
ated in this and the following para- 
graph, he makes and causes to be made 
inspections to determine the state of 
efficiency of the Army and any defects 
therein, and its general state of pre- 
paredness for war, and as an incident 
of his functions, takes, in the name of 
the Secretary of War and as his agent, 
measures necessary to insure cooper- 
ation by all agencies of the War De- 
partment and between the Military Es- 
tablishment and other agencies of the 
executive departments, independent es- 
tablishments, and the public. 

VIII. Supervisory power is con- 
ferred upon the Chief of Staff over all 
matters arising in the execution of acts 
of Congress and tions made in 
pursuance thereof relative to the Na- 
tional Guard, the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, the Organized Reserves, the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, the 
citizens’ military training camps, and 
all similar agencies. This supervision 
is especially directed to matters of

materiel and supplies of whatever kind 
for delivery purposes. Repair and 
renovation except on a production basis, 
and after acceptance by the Govern- 
ment, storage, preservation, distribu- 
tion, and issue of supplies and materiel 
are functions of command and as such 
are under the supervision and control 
of the Chief of Staff. Chiefs of arms, 
branches, services and separate estab- 
lishments will report to and function 
through the Chief of Staff in all mat-

X. The Chief of Staff is charged with 
the duty of informing the Secretary of 
War as to the qualifications of officers 
as determined by their history and 
records, with a view to proper selection 
for special details, assignments, duties 
and promotions, including detail to and 
relief from the General Staff Corps, 
and from classes exempted by law from 
the provisions of the operation of the 
detached service law, also of present- 
ing recommendations for the recogni- 
tion of special or distinguished service 

XI. In the performance of the duties 
hereinbefore enumerated, the Chief of 
Staff, as the representative of superior 
authority, cails for information, makes 
inspections and investigations, issues 
instructions, and exercises all other 
functions necessary to secure prompt, 
harmonious, efficient and coordina 
action by all individuals and compon- 
ents of the War Department and the 
Military Establishment.

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Marine Corps Report 
ABNEST hope that a solution of pay 
and promotion problems will be 
found by Congress “in order that serv- 
ice personnel may devote their minds, 
free from financial anxiety and with 
undivided interest, to the Government’s 
important work” is expressed by Maj. 
Gen. Ben H. Fuller, Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, in his annual report for 
1930. 
“The requirements of duty in the Ma- 
rine Corps continue to be exacting,” 
states Gen. Fuller, “due largely to the 
expeditionary forces still abroad. The 
situation is aggravated by the inade- 
quacy of emoluments received in the 
average case.” 
During the year 15,556 officers and 
enlisted men of the Marine Corps fired 
the rifle qualification course, of which 
number 14,436, or 92.8 per cent, quali- 
fied as “marksmen” or in a higher 
grade, Gen. Fuller reveals. This result 
shows an improvement over. the pre- 
vious year, when the percentage of 
qualifications was 91.2. 
Extracts from Gen. Fuller’s report 
follow below: 
Six thousand one hundred and eleven 
officers and enlisted men fired the reg- 
ular pistol qualification course; 5,350 
of this number qualified. During the 
same period, 5,455 enlisted men fired 
the modified pistol (short) course for 
training. 
* * * 

A total of 6,477 men were enlisted in 
Marine Corps during the year, of which 
number 4,966 were first enlistments, 
1,300 were re-enlistments from the Ma- 
rine Corps, 187 from the Army and 24 
from the Navy. The physical, mental 
and moral standards were maintained 
on a high plane and many favorable 
reports were received concerning the 
excellent quality of men enlisted. On 
Jan. 30, 1930, the minimum height for 
men first enlisting, excepting as bands- 
men, was increased to 66 inches. On 
Feb. 20, 1930, the age limit, except for 
bandsmen, drummers and trumpeters, 
was raised to 19 years for first enlist- 
ments. Only native-born or fully nat- 
uralized citizens were accepted for first 
enlistment. Former service men who 
are aliens, but who have legally de- 
clared their intention to become citi- 
zens of the United States, were ac- 
cepted if qualified in all other respects.

Due to lack of vacancies, appoint- 
ments made in the second lieutenant’s 
grade during 1930 were limited to the 
noncommissioned officers found quali- 
fied for selection in January, 1930, and 
to the 28 graduates of the Naval Aca- 
demy assigned to the Marine Corps. 


* * * 


During the year the Marine Corps 
Institute continued its general policy of 
furnishing correspondence instruction 
to the officers and men of the Marine 
Corps. An increase was noted in the 
number of active students and gradu- 
ates as compared with the preceding 
year. 

One of the important achievements 
of the Marine Corps Institute during 
the past year was the preparation of 
a manual of accounting for post ex- 
change and morale funds which was 
approved and accepted by these head- 
quarters on June 19, 1930, in lieu of 
the present bookkeeping course which 
officers are required to take in accord- 
ance with article 1-10, Marine Corps 
Maual. The new course is now being 
printed and will be available for dis- 
tribution in‘the near future. 

A revised second lieutenants’ prepar- 
atory course which conforms to the re- 
quirements of the increased scope of 
the examination for appointment to the 
class of candidates for commission is 
now in use and is available for those in- 
terested. This course has received the 
approval of these headquarters and will 
be accepted as the equivalent of a high- 
school education in meeting this re- 
quirement for appointment to the class 
of candidates for commission. 

The Marine Corps Institute, in co- 
operation with the International Cor- 
respondence Schools, added a standard 
high school course to its’ curriculum. 
This course is the practical equivalent 
of a 4-year resident high school course, 
and makes it possible for any marine 
who was unable to attend high school 
upon graduation from grammar school, 
to continue his education. 

Through the initiative of the Marine 
Corps Institute, the International Cor- 
respondence Schools are preparing a 
complete course in aviation, which will 
be available in the near future. This 
course will include texts on aircraft 
engines, mechanics and piloting. It is

Secretary Adams and Gen. Fuller Urge Pay Increases 


GECRETARY OF THE NAVY ADAMS and Maj. Gen. Commandant of 
. the Marine Corps Fuller both expressed their views on the pay situa- 
tion, in their annual reports, as follows: % 

Secretary Adams—“The situation with regard to the pay of the officer 
and enlisted personnel of the service remains a matter of great importance. 
During the past session of Congress, a joint resolution was passed, direct- 
ing the appointment of a Joint Pay Committee, composed of Members of 
the House and of the Senate, to study the pay situation in the Navy and 
allied services and to submit suitable legislation to Congress. 
mittee was formed but held no hearings, although considerable data were 
furnished to the members by the Navy and allied services. 
ment of Congress representatives from the various services again met to 
make a study of the promotion systems in the several services with a view 
to harmonizing them. This was in accord with the desire of the joint com- 
mittee, who felt that promotion and pay were intimately associated. The 
increased pay which the services have received since 1908 is only 11 per 
cent over that received in 1908, whereas during the same period of time the 
cost of living has more than doubled. The officers of the service are men 
whose lives have been consecrated to the service of their country; they are 
the first line of defense in time of war, and their country should recom- 
pense them adequately, even generously, for their service and the hardships 
which they are forced to undergo—hardships which the layman can not 
properly appreciate unless he actually sees them. 

“What is true of the officer personnel is in large measure true of the 
enlisted personnel, although the latter have only a 4-year contract with 
the Government, whereas with the officer it is a life career.” 


Gen. Fuller—“The requirements of duty in the Marine Corps continue 
in general to be exacting, due largely to the expeditionary forces still 
abroad.

Due to the unprecedented difficulties 

encountered in the northern and west- 


ern areas of Nicaragua resulting from 
the absence of rail communication and 
of practicable roadways, it has been 
necessary to develop a suitable method 
of payment of troops scattered through- 
out those areas. The problem - thus 
presented was solved through the de- 
livery by aeroplanes of cash and checks 
for the payment of personnel. With- 
out this service, payments in the moun- 
tainous regions would have been great- 
ly retarded and in many instances ren- 
dered almost impossible. Under this 
system of distribution to posts difficult 
of access and devoid of landing fields, 
paymasters in the interests of morale 
and efficiency willingly assumed great 
financial risk in dropping their funds 
from the air at points concerned and 
“picking up” in the same manner ac- 
complished vouchers covering the trans- 
actions. It is a satisfaction to report 
that, from the inception of this method 
of payment under such unusual condi- 
tions, there has resulted no financial 
loss to the United States or to the dis- 
bursing officers concerned. 

The Quartermaster’s Department op- 
erated under like circumstances with 
equal success.

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FA Tests Radio Interference 
N important and interesting test of 
the practicability of operating sim- 

ultaneously a large number of radio 

sets, in connection with work with air- 
lanes, has recently been held at the 
eld Artillery School, Ft. Sill, Okla., 
under the direction of Brig. Gen. Wil- 
liam M. Cruikshank, Commandant. 
A corps, consisting of three Infantry 
divisions, each with its Field Artillery 
Brigade, and in addition the Corps Ar- 
tillery Brigade, was taken as the gen- 
eral basis of the test and various regi- 
mental and brigade sets were installed 
and worked with one another and with 
the airplanes which would be used on 
artillery work. Eight nets were em- 
ployed, two stations to each net and 
three airplanes equipped with SCR-134 
transmitter and SCR-152 receiver. 
The stations were scattered over an 
oval area about three by five miles, 
and it was decided that in such an area 
12 airplanes could be employed simul- 
taneously in observing fire for the Field 
Artillery batteries, and at the same 
time four other airplanes could work 
with the Field Artillery Brigade sta- 
tiorg and that from 16 to 24 airplanes 
could be used simultaneously on Fiald 
Artillery missions in the area described 
without too much interference from one 
another or from the stations of other 
troops. 
The allocation of frequency bands 
was carefully worked out. Due con- 
sideration was given to the fact that 
frequency bands would have to be re- 
served for other than Field Artillery 
units.

Army Ordnance Activities 
A REPORT was received from the 
Pack Artillery Board at Ft. Robin- 
son, on the test of four new drill 
cartridges for the 75 mm. Pack How- 
itzer. The drill cartridges were found 
satisfactory and standardization was 
recommended. 
One hundred aiuminum fin assem- 
blies were ordered for additional tests 
in the 75 mm. Infantry Mortar. Ballis- 
tic tests of a fin assembly-cartridge 
case attachment indicated its satisfac- 
toriness.. A series of firings to check 
the sight and carriage of this weapon 
was conducted, using the slower pro- 
pelling charge powder and different 
lots of aluminum fin assemblies. The 
powder appears to be satisfactory, and 
the fin assemblies withstood firings 
satisfactorily. 
One thousand partially completed 
drawn blanks for one piece 100 gr. 
Percussion Primers were received from 
the Scovill Company. The Frankford 
Arsenal is now making the tools re- 
quired to complete the primer bodies. 
The use of diaphragms in cartridge 
cases has been eliminated by O. C. M. 
Item 8446. Picatinny Arsenal has been 
so informed and instructed to omit 
diaphragms in the future from am- 
munition manufactured at that sta- 
tion. 
As a result of tests by the Field 
Artillery, the 4-pound packing box of 
square. cross section for ammunition 
for the 75 mm. Pack Howitzer, has 
been chosen from the various types 
submitted. Ammunition now on order 
and to be ordered will be packed in 
boxes of this type. 
A report was issued covering tests 
to determine the rate of deterioration 
of mercury fulminate in detonators 
under different conditions. It was 
noted that the detonators lost their effi- 
ciency earlier upon storage when the 
detonators were hermetically sealed. 
Unsealed detonators retained their ef- 
ficiency longer and showed less chemi- 
cal decomposition of the fulminate 
charge and the deterioration is as- 
sumed to be due to the action of the 
gaseous decomposition products which 


high explosives which had been under- 
going surveillance at the arsenal for 
nine years. No changes in stability or 
explosive properties were detected in 
the samples of TNT, Explosive D, 
Tetryl and Picric Acid. During this 
year a sample of Tetranitoraniline 
which was considered for use as a 
booster explosive during the War, de- 
veloped extreme instability and all of 
the explosive in storage at the arsenal 
was destroyed. 

Ballistic tests were conducted at the 
arsenal on lots of 3-inch and 75 mm. 
powders which had been in storage in 
Picatinny Lake for about seven years. 
These powders, after proper drying, 
met ballistics requirements. 
Consideration is being given to a 
project to load a number of 100-Ib. 
demolition bombs at Savanna Ord- 
nance Dept. Such loading can be done 
in conjunction with the operations of 
the new renovation plant for 115 mm. 
shell at Savanna, which will be in op- 
eration in the Spring of 1931. At 
Savanna will be the storage point for 
these bombs after loading. It has 
been found that a great saving in 
transportation costs may be made by 
doing the work at the point of storage. 
The governing factor will be the unit 
cost, including cost of plant, as com- 
pared with the cost in the already 
existing plant at Picatinny Arsenal. 
Steps are also being taken to load 
some 12-inch 700-lb. H. E. Shells at 
Delaware Ordnance Depot and a num- 
ber of the same type at Savanna Ord- 
nance Depot. These shells will be 
loaded with Explosive “D” and stored 
at these two depots. Loading facilities 
from Panama will be sent to Delaware, 
and Savanna will be equipped from the 
4th Corps Area. These shells are be- 
ing loaded for 12-inch railway mortars. 
There is a sufficient number of empty 
gun shells on hand for this work, but 
the rotating bands must be modified 
for use in the mortar.

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COMPULSORY .WEARING OF UNIFORMS ‘WAIVED 
A GREAT DEAL of favorable comment has followed the action of Gen. Douglas 

MacArthur, Chief of Staff, in removing the compulsion of Army officers in 
Washington wearing their uniforms once every 30 days. An Adjutant General’s 
letter, merely stating that orders requiring the wearing of the uniform by offi- 
cers stationed here were rescinded, was well received. : 

A circular letter (No. 53) was also issued, which changed the regulations re- 
garding the wearing of the uniform while on Army transports. The paragraph 
referring to that occasion was rescinded and the following substituted: ; 

“Officers, warrant officers and members of the Army Nurse Corps, _while 
traveling as passengers on Army transports, are authorized to wear civilian 
clothes. If on duty with troops on Army transports, they will wear the uniform 
at all military formations or other formal contact with elements of their com- 
mands. 


SECRETARY PRAISES ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT TANKS 
MANY NOTED WITH INTEREST the unstinted praise given by the Secretary 
of War in his annual report to Congress to the tanks developed by the Army. 
Referring to theT1E1, the light tank developed by the Ordnance Department, 
and to the medium tank now oe Se developed, the Secretary said, “They are the 
equal, if not the superior, of any similar weapons known to be in existence today.” 

The retiring Chief of Staff, Gen. Summerall, in his final report took occasion 
to say that the Ordnance Department’s tanks had been “tested and found to be 
unsatisfactory” at the Ft. George G. Meade exercises back in 1928. He then told 
of the appointment of a board to recommend the organization and equipment of 
a mechanized force “assuming that the ordnance tank could be satisfactorily modi- 
fied” and then went on to say that it was found “that this tank could not be so 
improved.” Gen. Summerall added, however, that “there exist good grounds for 
the belief that the latest tank, developed by the inventor, Mr. Christie, may prove 
satisfactory.” 

Officers concerned with the tank situation are looking forward with interest 
to the delivery of the first of the Christie tanks referred to by Gen. Summerall. 
Mr. Christie was awarded a contract for one of his tanks last June. Delivery, 
originally scheduled for Sept. 1, has not yet been made. When the tank is com- 
pleted it will be sent to Aberdeen Proving Ground for Ordnance Department tests. 


REP. JAMES INTRODUCES BILL TO BUY LAND AT USMA 
G BAIRMAN of the House Committee on Military Affars, Hon. Frank W. 

James, introduced a bill, Dec. 9, to provide for the purchase of approximately 
15,000 acres of land at West Point, New York, to be added to the Military reser- 
vation at that place for the use of the Military Academy. 

The bill, H. R. 141811, carries an authorization of $1,500,000 to make the 
purchase. 

Mr, James stated he introduced the bill because a careful study of the situa- 
tion at West Point, with especial reference to the water supply, convinced him 
that it was necessary to secure this additional land without delay. The acreage 
it is proposed to purchase includes the watershed of the present, and in fact the 
only water supply available to the Academy. By reason of the fact that much 
of the area is being used by summer residents for bungalows, lodges and camps 
in ever increasing numbers the authorities'at West Point contend that it will not 
be long until the waters become so polluted that it will be impossible to render 
it fit for use. 

By purchasing the proposed 15,000 acres, the Government will secure control 
of the area, thus being in a position to place dams and insure to the Academy a 
supply of water that will be adequate for all present and future needs. 

Mr. James has made a number of visits to the Academy to go over this 
ground, and has even made an inspection from the air that he might have a full 
and complete knowledge of the situation. It is his opinion that not only should 
the ground be purchased in order to insure an adequate supply of pure water, 
but the area is badly needed as well for training purposes. The training facili- 
ties at the Military Academy at this time are entirely inadequate. For instance, 
with an increasing need for small arms, machine gun and artillery firing instruc- 
tion the cadets are able to get but a limited instruction in small arms firing 
practice.. The present small arms range is but a makeshift, inadequate and un- 
safe, while there is no site available at all for a machine gun range. The con- 
struction of the Storm King Highway across the artillery range has made it 
impossible to use the range for artillery firing practice. 

Another requirement equally necessary at the Academy is a landing field 
and airdrome, in order that the cadets may have a very necessary and vital train- 
ing in aviation. There is only one site available. This site is included in the 
area it is proposed to acquire. 











SECRETARY APPROVES FT. SILL AS FA SCHOOL SITE 
GECRETARY OF WAR HURLEY formally approved on Dec. 10 the rcport of

BILL WOULD ALLOW COMMISSIONING OF .1931 USNA CLASS 

OMMISSIONING of all the graduates of the 1931 class of the Naval Academy 
is asked in a bill introduced in the House Thursday by Representative Brit- 
ten. By the terms of the measure they would be in addition to the number of 
officers fixed by law, and would not change the percentages of officers in various 
grades. Voluntary retirement of commissioned officers of the Navy who are not 
graduates of the Naval Academy would be allowed by the bill. Officers so re- 

tiring would receive 2% per cent of their pay for each year of service. 


REP. BLANTON LISTS ARMY OFFICERS AMONG UNEMPLOYED 
AFMy officers are among the unemployed of the country, holds Rep. Blanton. 

In the House on Dec. 9, Mr. Myrns of Tennessee, speaking of a bill au- 
thorizing $110,000,000 to furnish employment, stated that there was an item of 
$2,000,000 for passenger automobiles and trucks for the Army. He then inti- 
mated that they had more automobiles than needed. Here Rep. Blanton asked 
Mr. Byrns if most of the Army officers were not unemployed. Mr. B answered 
“Well, perhaps that it true, and therefore it was probably thought they should 
have something to ride in when they had nothing to do.” 


PROMOTION ON RETIREMENT URGED BY REP. HOFFMAN 

R=. HOFFMAN of New Jersey, introduced a bill in the House, Dec. 9, seeking 

to promote officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard, on 
retirement, who saw service in the World and Spanish-American Wars. Rep. 
Hoffman also introduced a bill to authorize promotion upon retirement of war- 
rant officers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or Coast 
Guard, to commissioned rank held by them during the World and Spanish- 
American Wars. 


HOUSE COMMITTEE DECIDES UPON SUNNYVALE FOR AIRSHIP BASE 
LOCATION of the proposed West Coast airship base at Sunnyvale, near San 

Francisco, was decided upon by the House Naval Committee this week. 
Meeting in executive session, the committee voted 18 to 1 in favor of the Sunny- 
vale site, and to report the bill authorizing its acquisition, with Rep. Evans (R), 
of Cailfornia, casting the only vote for Camp Kearney. A motion to indefinitely 
Postpone the whole matter of location of a lighter-than-air base was defeated 
17 to 3. Decision on the Sunnyvale site is viewed as a personal triumph for 
Rear Adm. William A. Moffett. we ‘ 

Representative Coyle (R), of Pennsylvania, following éhe decision, intro- 
duced a bill authorizing the acquisition of Camp Kearney by the Navy as an 
auxiliary airship base site, 














PARITY BY 1936 UNLIKELY, ADM. PRATT REVEALED 
RESENTATION of the first step in the long-waited Navy building program 
was made to Congress this week by the Secretary of the Navy and considera- 
tion of it was immediately begun. 3 

Calling for the construction of one aircraft carrier, one 6-inch gun cruiser 
of 7,500 tons, one 10,000 ton 6-inch gun cruiser with a landing deck, aircraft 
for all three, four submarines and $5,000,000 for other aircraft, the program 
falls far short of what was hoped for. In addition ten destroyers and one de- 
stroyer leader, authorized in 1916, will be sought, making the total cost about 
$139,000,000. 

Although this program covers only the first year of the life.of the London 
Treaty, and it was stated that a complete program will be presented to Co 
next year embracing construction over a period of years, it was indicated that 
we would not reach parity with Great Britain even by 1936, the closing date of 
the London Treaty. ‘3 

During hearings in the House Naval Committee, started this week and to be 
continued on Monday, Adm. Pratt, Chief of Operations, declared that though the 
program had not been prepared by the Navy Department, it was his belief that 
“there was not the slightest intention to complete building program of Treaty 
by 1936.” , 

“Due to the cost involved, I think it will be spread over a longer period o 
years,” he added. 

Adm. Pratt was in witness chair during the hearings this week, and will 
probably be followed next week by the Secretary of the Navy, Assistant Secre- 
tary Ingalls, Rear Adm. Mark Bristol, Chairman of the General Board, and other 
ranking officers. 

The Chief of Operations declared in answer to questions that personally he 
would rather have another of the light cruisers 6-inch, 10,000 tons, with landing 
decks asked for in the bill, than the light cruiser, 6-inch, 7,500 tons. In approv- 
ing the latter he was giving in to the desires of the General Board, he stated 

In view of the position taken by the General Board on 6-inch gun cruisers. 
during hearings of the London Naval Treaty, this statement of Adm. Pratt’s 
evoked considerable surprise. It is thought that, unable to get the 8-inch gun 
cruisers, the “older statesmen” of the Navy, now would rather have cine 
cruiser of 7,500 tons, than the “hybrid” cruiser with a flying deck, or the s er 
6-inch gun cruiser preferred by Adm. Pratt. 

As both Chairman Britten, of the House Naval Committee, and Representa 
tive Vinson, ranking Democrat of that group, made it plain that they did not 
favor the 6-inch gun cruiser of the “Omaha” type proposed, and with Adm. 
Pratt taking the position he does, probability that this would be stricken from 
the bill was expressed by many. : ' 

Senator Hale, Chairman of the Senate Naval Committee, on Thursday intro- 
duced a bill identical to the one being considered by the House -committee, and 
revealed intentions of bringing it before his committee next week. The battle- 
ship modernization bill, reported by his committee last week, came up before 
the Senate and was passed by unanimous consent. Senator King, of Utah, how- 
ever, introduced a motion to recall the bill back to the Senate calendar, a few 
minutes later, he being absent when the measure passed. is motion had not 
been acted upon late yesterday and must be disposed of befpre the bill goes to 
the House.

BERG. GEN. JOHN H. RUSSELL, USMC, has been assigned to command the 

Marine Base et San Diego, Calif.. in nlace of Brig. Gen. R. H. Dunlap, who 
will attend the Ecole d’ Guerre, at Paris, with Maj. C. J. Miller, USMC, next year. 

Gen. Russell will be reireved Dee. 14 from duty at the Marine Headquarters, 
Washington, D. C., where he was stationed after being relieved from his former 
post as American High Commissioner to Haiti. 

Each year two Marine officers are detailed to attend the French Ecole de 
Guerre at Paris. This year they will be Gen. Dunlap and Maj. Miller, who is on 
duty aboard the USS New Mexico. 
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Adm. Hughes’ Report 
(THE report of Adm. Charles F. 
. Hughes, USN, as Chief of Naval 
Operations, for the fiscal year 1930, 
was released for publication this week. 
It follows in extract form: 
Fleet Training (Tactics) 

A concentration of the United States 
Fleet was held in West Indian waters 
during March and April, 1930. In- 
cluded in the exercises during this pe- 
riod were Fleet Problems X and XI. 

Owing to the decommissioning pro- 
gram under way in the destroyer 
squadrons, all forces engaged in both 
problems were hampered by the small 
number of destroyers available. 

The light cruisers present with the 
fleet demonstrated their value, and the 
need for still larger numbers of these 
important craft was, as always in these 
problems, an obvious conclusion. 


The value of the periodic fleet con- 
centrations and exercises in familiar- 
izig officers with the various tactical 

roblems is fully appreciated and no 
better form of training could be de- 
vised.

Fleet Training (Gunnery). 

The battleships maintained their high 
standard of excellence on short-range 
battle practice, improved their day and 
night broadside firing, and continued 
their good performances at long-range 
main battery firing. 

The performances of the anti-air- 
craft batteries of the battleships are 
still subject to great improvement. 

All light cruisers, with the exception 
of the Marblehead and Omaha, whose 
schedules would not permit them to 
fire one of the practices, completed the 
gunnery year showing little or no im- 
provement. 

Only two destroyer squadrons of the 
usual five were able to conduct the 
prescribed gunnery exercise, due to the 
recommissioning of new squadrons. Re- 
sults of firing by squadrons 14 and 15, 
which did complete the exercises, are 
gratifying. 

Only two light mine layers com- 
pleted the gunnery exercises, for the 
same reasons that affected the destroy- 
ers. 
Only four cruisers remained in the 
competition due to the decommission- 
ing of the USS Cleveland. The vessels 
completing the gunnery’ exercises 
showed an improvement in perform- 
. ances over the previous year.

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Praise Work of Palos 


THE three officers and the ship’s com- 

pany of the United States gunboat 
Palos of the Yangtze Patrol have been 
commended by the Secretary of the 
Navy for the action of the Palos against 
a communist band which attacked and 
looted Changsha, China, July 15 to 31, 
1930. 

The letter of commendation to the 
commanding officer of the Palos, Lt. 
Comdr. R, D, Tisdale, USN, states that 
it was through his efforts that all 
Americans and most of the other for- 
eigners were evacuated and that by his 
timely actions the loss of American 
and other foreign property was mini- 
mized. 

Letters of commendation were also 
addressed to 4. Lowden Jessup, Jr., 
USN, who was in control of the firing 
of the machine guns mownted on the 
upper deck of the Palos and to Lt. (jg.) 
Allen M. Kemper, USN, who was in 
control of No. 2 3-inch gun, the ef- 
ficiency of which were responsible for 
the prompt silencing of communist 
rifle and machine gun fire from shore. 








gunnery exercises, but the opportunity 
for training and the short interval. be- 
tween the practices was not conducive 
to good performance. 

Most of the auxiliaries were able to 
complete their gunnery exercises with 
average results. 

The aircraft squadrons made every 
effort to complete all prescribed gun- 
nery exercises with good results. 

The results of torpedo firing in sub- 
marines are less satisfactory than last 
year. The chief reason is believed to 
be the rapid turnover in personnel. 

In the submarine gun practice the 
results have been about the same as 
previous years. There have been 69 
submarines engaged in competition, not 
including the school division. 

The past year has seen a continued 
improvement in the small-arms prac- 
tices. The quality of instruction is 
high, due to the large number of ex- 
Navy rifle team officers and men pres- 
ent with the fleet. Practically all 
ships fired their quotas of officers and 
men with very good results.

Fleet Training (Engineering). 

The standards set by. the various 
ships are high and compare favorably 
with last year. Full-power trials have 
been on the whole satisfactory. 

The results of the engineering compe- 
tition are encouraging and indicate in- 
creased reliability and economy. Per- 
formance of destroyers and light cruis- 
ers are particularly noteworthy in view 
of their high-speed machinery. 


Naval War College. 

The present main building of the 
Naval War College was completed in 
1894. At that time there were 5 offi- 
cers on the staff and 18 student offi- 
cers. During the year 1929-30 there 
were 83 student officers and 22 officers 
on the staff. 

The facilities of the War College 
are inadequate to the proper carrying 
on of its work with the greatly in- 
creased numbers of officers now in at- 
tendance. 

The inadequate facilities of the main 
building of the War College, for the 
number of officers attached, necessi- 
tates overcrowding of officers in the 
study rooms. It is even necessary to 
assign two officers to each of a num- 
ber of small cell-like rooms in the 
basement, which, before the growth 
and expansion of the college and classes, 
were used only for storerooms, where 
light and general working conditions 
are very unsatisfactory. 


Condition of the Fleet 

Major alterations to the Nevada and 
Oklahoma were completed in the late 
Summer of 1929. Work was started on 
the Pennsylvania and Arizona on July 
1, 1929, completion being scheduled for 
March 1, 1931. Recommendations for 
modernization of the New Mexico, Mis- 
sissippi, and Idaho are under consid- 
eration by the Congress. If authorized, 
work will be undertaken on the Missis- 
sippi and Idaho about Jan. 1, 1931, and 
on the New Mexico about three months 
prior to their completion.

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British Fleet to US Waters 


RRANGEMENTS have been com- 
pleted for a visit of courtesy by 
Adm. Sir Michael Hodges, Commander- 
in-Chief of the British Atlantic Fleet, 
in H, M. S. Nelson, to Adm. Jehu V. 
Chase, Commander-in-Chief, United 
States Fleet, in USS Texas, during 
the concentration of the United States 
Fleet at Panama this Winter. Tenta- 
tive daves set for the visit are from 
Feb. 23 to 28, 1931. 

The visit of Adm. Sir Michael 
Hodges to the United States Fleet is 
in the nature of a revurn visit for the 
calls made in United Kingdom ports 
last Summer by the USS Utah, Florida 
and Arkansas. 

Other ships of the British Atlantic 
Flees making a cruise to Caribbean 
ports in January and February will not 
accompany the Nelson in her visit to 
the United States Fleet. These ships, 
H. M. S. Rodney, Hawkins, York, Dor- 
setshire, Norfolk and Adventure will 
continue their calls at Caribbean pos- 
sessions of the British Empire. 

The visit of H. M. S. Nelson to the 
United States Fleet is arousing interest 
of naval officers who will be present at 
Fleet concentration. The Nelson rep- 
resénts the latest development of 
British capital ship design. Laid down 
in 1922, the year of the conference 
which resulted in ‘the Washington 
Limitation of Naval Armaments Trea- 
ty, the Nelson, and her sister ship, the 
Rodney, were completed in 1927. The 
Nelson has a designed displacemnent of 
33,500 tons, a speed of 23 knots, mounts 
nine 16-inch guns in three _ turrets, 
twelve 6-inch broadside guns, and an 
antiaircraft battery of six 4.7-inch 


guns. 








the material condition of the decom- 
missioned vessels, both as to hull struc- 


ture and machinery, is very good. The’ 


vessels chosen were the best ones from 
the point of view of machinery design 
and were also those which had the 
most complete outfit of stores, so that 
their condition of readiness is not a 
gauge of the condition of the remain- 
ing vessels.

The submarines in commission have, 
during the year, been maintained in 
generally good condition and have 
given good service within their de- 
signed capabjlities. Progress in safety 
alterations has advanced as rapidly as 
availability of funds and vessels: per- 
mitted, and the major portion have been 
completed except for strengthening the 
bulkheads on vessels which are sched- 
uled for overhauls during the coming 
year. As a result of the tests of in- 
stallations on the S-22, S-29, S-4, the 
proposed installation of lifting eyes 
has been canceled, and'further modi- 
fication and tests of the marker buoy 
are in progress with the view to de- 
veloping a satisfactory type, if possible, 
prior to general installation. A “lung” 
training tank has been completed at 
New London and is ready for test. 


Of the 42 submarines out of commis- 
sion at the beginning of the year, 13 
have been sold or scrapped, namely, the 
S-51, O-11, 13, 14, 15, 16, and R-21 to 
R-27. The O-12 has been transferred 
to the Shipping Board for use in polar 
explorations. The S-2 has been added 
to the list of decommissioned subma- 
rines which now numbers 30, all at the 
Philadelphia Navy Yard. These ves- 
sels are being maintained in a good 
state of preservation, but will require, 
if placed in service, a large amount of 
repairs, replacements, and alterations 
prior to commissioning. All would re- 
quire new storage batteries and some 
new machinery plants to fit them for 
fairly - efficient service.

New Construction. 

Progress on light cruisers under con- 
struction has, in general, been satis- 
factory. 

Improvements based on experience 
gained from cruisers now in commis- 
sion will be incorporated in the design 
of CL-32, 34, and 36, and consideration 
is being given to fitting the Indianap- 
olis as a relief fleet flagship.

Navy Yards 

There are more navy yards on the 
east coast than can be economically 
maintained. Conditions of work loads 
as between the east coast and west 
coast navy yards generally have re- 
mained unchanged. However, owing 
to the visit of the fleet in May and 
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Marine Corps Radio 

‘THE Marine Corps is to have a coms 

munication service, the policies of 
which will be based on those governing 
the Naval Communication service, 
since the Marine Corps operates on 
frequencies allotted by the Navy, it 
was announced this week. It is to be 
formed under the direction of the Mae 
jor General Commandant by the Divi- 
sion of Operations and Training, which 
will make recommendations for the 
allocation of communication personnel 
and the procurement of signal equip- 
ment. 

Due to the requirements of their 
communication service for a landing 
force or an expeditionary force on fore 
eign shores, it is necessary for the 
Marine Corps to diverge somewhat 
from the standard practices of the 
Navy, and they have evolved com 
munication practices unlike those of 
either the Army or the Navy. 

An elementary radio school is being 
maintained at Paris Island, from 
which men are sent to the Signal 
School at. Quantico for an additional 
six months’ training. From this class 
three men are specially selected and 
sent to the class conducted by the Navy 
at Bellevue. Four men are also sent 
to Ft. Monmouth each year for radio 
and two for telephony. Three commise 
sioned Marine Corps officers are 
trained at Ft. Monmouth, later being 
sent to the three months’ Navy post.

This 
cup was posted in 1924 as the trophy 
of the game, by Mr. Hoover’s predeces- 
sor in office. It has been won by the 
Marines five times out of six. Ensign 
Eddie Roland, the Bears’ backfield ace, 
who was voted the most valuable play- 
er on the Guard team, was presented 
with a wrist watch as a reward for his 
sturdy playing.

Navy Crushes Pen Eleven 


NAYY uncorked a surprisingly pow- 
erful offensive to swamp the Penn- 
sylvania eleven 26-0 on Franklin Field, 
Philadelphia, last Saturday. A crowd 
of 60,000 spectators sat dumfounded 
through the second half of the game in 
which Navy took the measure of the 
touted Penn team. This unexpected 
display of versatility and power will 
give the Army something to think 
about in the battle today. 

The Penn team that scored 20 
points against Notre Dame, was out- 
classed in every department of the 
game. If the Navy had been willing 
to take chances in the first half, the 
score would probably have been much 
larger. “Bullet Lou” Kirn, Navy’s 
backfield ace, battered the Penn line 
to shreds in the first half, but could 
not score. The second half saw Tom- 
my Hurly substituting for Kirn and a 
substitute quarterback, “Rusty” Wil- 
liams, of Richmond, Va., run_ wild 
through the Penn defense. 

Four times -in the second half Navy 
took advantage of the breaks. Tuttle, 
Middie center, fell on Gentle’s fumble 
on the Quaker 37-yard line. A pass, 
Hurley to Williams, carried the oval 
to the 16-yard marker. A succession 
of short bucks engineered by Hurley 
put the ball on the 3-yard line, from 
whence he dove over for the first 
score. Bowstrom, Navy captain, made 
the conversion with a placement kick. 

Jack Gannon, Middie halfback, 
scored his first touchdown on a plunge 
through center after Williams inter- 
cepted a Penn pass on the 20-yard 
stripe. A little later Gannon -snared 
a Red and Blue pass on the 42-yard 
line. He immediately shot a pass to 
Byng, Navy end, who was downed on 
Penn’s 10-yard stripe. Two center 
bucks, and Gannon was over the line. 
Williams rifled a short pass to Byng 
for the extra point. 

The fourth and final touchdown was 
scored by Navy’s subs. The Quaker 
line crumpled up, and the backs lost 
10 yards on two successive plays, put- 
ting the ball inside the 20-yard line. 
Elliott, Navy sub end, broke through 
and blocked Onderdunk’s punt, and re- 
covered on the three-yard line. Cas- 
tree crashed over for the score. 

Navy gained.225 yards from scrim- 
mage, while the Quakers could net 
only 15.

Asiatic Fleet to Hear Game 


UNITED STATES naval forces from 

the Atlantic to the Asiatic will 
tune in today for radio reception of the 
pod Army-Navy football game since 


The naval communication service will 
send out a running account of the game 
in high-frequency code, and this will 
be automatically transmitted to the far 
Pacific by the naval radio station at 
San Francisco. 

In addition to the high frequency 
code description, four commercial high 
frequency stations will for the first 
time send out a vocal broadcast of an 
Army-Navy game. The Navy Depart- 
ment has advised the naval forces 
afloat and ashore of the stations and 
wave-lengths on which these companies 
will operate, and it is believed that 
these voice broadcasts will be picked 
up by the naval radio stations at Bal- 
boa, Honolulu, as well as by naval radio 
in the Far East. 

The code broadcast from Washing- 
ton will be sent on 68 and 12,045 kilo- 
cycles; and relayed from San Fran- 
cisco on 8,770 and 12,885 kilocycles. 

The commercial high frequency 
broadcasts will be sent ows by W3XAL, 
Farmbrook, N. J., on 6,100 kilocycles; 
W8XK, Pittsburgh, on 6,140 and 11,800 
kilocycles; W2ZAF, Schenectady, on 
9,530 kilocycles, and W2XAD, Schenec- 
tady, on 15,340 kilocycles. Commer- 
cial high frequency broadcasts will be- 
gin at 12:30 p. m., E. S. T., or Zone 
Plus 5 Time.

Glen S. (Pop) Warner almost spans 
Army-Navy football history for he be- 
gan his college experience as a player 
at Cornell in 1892 only two years after 
the first service game in 1890. After 
leaving college Warner began his 
coaching career at the University of 
Georgia in 1895. In 1897 and 1898 he 
returned to Cornell as coach. In 1898 
he went to Carlisle and coached the 
Indians until 1903. In 1901 Navy 
scheduled a game with the Carlisle In- 
dians which the midshipmen won 16 to 


During 1904, ’05, 06 Mr. Warner re- 
turned as coach at Cornell but between 
1907 and 1913 he again coached at 
Carlisle. In 1908 Carlisle defeated 
Navy 16 to 6, but in the next Indian 
game played in 1910 Navy won 6 to 0.

After 1913 Mr. Warner coached at 
Pittsburgh but Navy did not meet any 
of these teams. 

As everyone knows Pop Warner is 
now coaching in the far West at Stan- 
ford, but Navy has not had the op- 
portunity of playing against Mr. War- 
ner’s teams since he left the Indians 
in 1913.

Apart from the Warner system of 
wing-backs the old Mentor is credited 
with originating the sprinter’s crouch 
for starting in the back-field. Along 
with this he used the “shift” as early 
as 1900, and perhaps it was a year 
before this that he put in the unbal- 
anced line at Carlisle.

At the beginning of the present 
modern system which is marked by a 
call from President Roosevelt for ré- 
vision of the rules after the rough 
season of 1905, the forward pass was 
introduced, and the next season War- 
ner was one of the strategists who 
worked out an effective forward-pass 
offense. 

Thus, double wing-backs, an unbal- 
anced line, and certain fundamentals of 
line-play make up in general the War- 
ner formation, though Mr. Warner him- 
self, if he could drop in on all the 
colleges claiming his system would 
have difficulty in recognizing his orig- 
inal ideas and strategy.

WHEN THE RESPONSIBLE heads of the Army, the Navy, and the Marine 

Corps are an unit on a proposal, the country may well understand that the 
proposal is necessary for national defense. We published last week the report of 
the Secretary of War, which stated that increased pay was a “vital subject” re- 
quiring proper adjustment. In our issue this week, we quote the report of the 
Secretary of the Navy that the country should recompense its naval officers and 
men “adequately, even generously,” for their service, and the hardships they are 
forced to undergo. Maj. Gen. Fuller, Commandant of the Marine Corps, urges 
satisfactory solution of the pay and promotion problems so that the service per- 
sonnel, “free from financial anxiety and with undivided interest, may devote their 
minds to the Government’s important work. 

These three high officials, as is true of the former Chief of Staff of the Army, 
have no private interest to promote by their insistence upon pay increase. They 
know what conditions are, and how great is the need. Surely, Congress will lis- 
He to their representations and act in this matter so essential to efficient national 

ense.

(THE SERVICES SHOULD beware of reports that members of the Interdepart- 

mental Pay Board are abandoning the recommendations contained therein, 
and are yrepesing “compromises.” As a matter of fact, the Board, in its con- 
sideration of the pay situation, took into consideration the depression that exists 
and sought to formulate a scale, which, while helpful to the personnel, would avoid 
any financial embarrassment to the Government. Congress has heard reports of 
the kind to which we refer and the press has published references to them. We 
cannot put it too strongly that the report of the Interdepartmental Board is the 
last word so far as the Board and its members are concerned; and this is true, 
likewise, of the Departments. The scale of pay presented is still far below what 
it should be and what the increase in the cost of living over the 1908 schedule 
demands. However, we are confident the Services generally will feel that the 
scale recommended is satisfactory under the circumstances, and the Press, the 
Chambers of Commerce, the Federation of Labor and Patriotic Societies can con- 
tinue to endorse the Board’s view.

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WE ARE SHOCKED by the statement of Admiral Pratt, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, that the building program of the Navy Department will not provide 
parity for the United States upon the seas in 1936. The construction proposed by 
the Navy Department for next year is fixed at 1 aircraft carrier, 1 flying deck 
cruiser, 1 cruiser and 4 submarines. Under the London Treaty, the United States 
may lay down to 1936, aircraft tonnage, 69,000; 8-inch gun cruiser tonnage, 50,000; 
6-inch gun cruiser tonnage, 87,100; destroyer tonnage, 150,000, and submarine 
tonnage, 39,330. It is obvious that even if Congress only repeat the Adams pro- 
gram at the ensuing sessions, construction of the tonnage authorized will not 
occur, and Admiral Pratt will prove to be a true prophet. That the Secretary of 
the Navy entertains the same view as his Chief of Operations is shown by the 
statement in his annua! report, prepared some weeks ago, that an increase of the 
enlisted strength will be necessary as the Fleet “approaches” treaty Navy strength 
“unless further limitation is arranged by treaty.” When the London Treaty was 
signed, the country was assured that the ships it authorizes would be built so 
as to achieve the so-called parity it established. It looks to us, in view of the 
few ships proposed for authorization at this session, and the fact that the pro- 
gram of treaty construction has been deferred until next Fall, as though the Ad- 
ministration plans to evade the development of its own creation. The matter is 
one which deserves the special attention of the public, since it assures not only 
eontinued inferiority upon the seas, but probably greater inferiority as a result 
of the further conference of the Powers to be held in 1936. We are confident the 
ple will rely upon Congressman Britten, Senator Hale, Senator Reed, Senator 
orrow and Senator Robinson to see that the treaty is carried out.

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FROM THE ARMY POINT of view, there is special advantage in the appoint- 

ment by General MacArthur of Major General Moseley as Deputy Chief of 
Staff. Aside from his experience in and contact with the personnel in the field, 
both in peace and war, General Moseley helped to frame the report on the reor- 
ganization of the land forces, submitted to Congress by President Taft; he was 
an assistant to General Dawes in connection with the budget, and, therefore, 
knows Congress, and he has been aiding the Assistant Secretary of War to de- 
velop an organization for a plan of procurement, which will work effectively 
during war. Moreover, General Moseley enjoys extremely cordial relations, not 
only with his immediate chief, but with the Secretary of War; and he also pos- 
sesses the confidence of the President. We may expect that a better situation will 
exist in the War Department as a result of the cooperation of General Mac- 
Arthur and General Moseley. 
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r WILL BE INTERESTING to watch the reaction of Congress to the recom- 

mendation of the Secretary of the Navy for the extension of the principle of 
selection to the grade of Rear Admiral. That body has not been at all certain 
of the results of the application of this method, and in the hearings that will be 
held pertinent questions will be put to ascertain whether or not influences, other 
than professional, have been responsible for some of the forced retirements that 
have followed upon inaction. Congress will ~vant to know, too, whether the spirit 
in the Navy has been improved or harmed by selection. This doubt unquestion- 
ably is responsible for the unwilli ss to apply it to the Army. In a word, 
it looks from the Congressional poirit of view as though selection is to be placed

THE annual report of Rear Adm. H, 

E. Yarnell, USN, Chief of the 
Bureau of Engineering, was released 
for publication this week. It follows in 
extract form: 


Personnel.

he variety and complexity of engi- 
neering installations of men-of-war 
have increased manyfold within the 
past few years, and a wider, fuller, and 
more scientific knowledge and training 
hm see on the part of the person- 

engaged in ing. 

The postgraduate school has con- 
tinued to fulfill its mission. The steady 
improvement in operative practice and 
in maintenance in the fleet is mainly 
due to the postgraduates in engineer- 


It is considered essential, for the 
sake of increased efficiency in opera- 
tion and maintenance, to increase the 
number of officers assigned to courses 
in mechanical and in elec- 
trical engineering to a minimum of 40 
per year. Adding to this a minimum 
of 10 in Diesel engineering makes a 
minimum total of 50. Recommenda- 
tions have been made to increase the 
number of communication engineers to 
22 per year. ‘ 

During the past year a thorough 
analysis of the engineering personnel 
needs of the Navy, both ashore and 
afloat, has been made. The result of 
this analysis and the resulting recom- 
mendations were made available, by 
letter, to the Secretary of the Navy. 
In consequence, a board has been ap- 
pointed to study the subject and to 
make recommendations looking to the 
formulation of a definite, clear-cut pol- 


With regard to officers designated 
under the act of Aug. 29, 1916, for en- 
gineering duty only, the conclusions of 
= bureau may be summed up as fol- 
ows: 

This law and the subsequent act of 
May 11, 1928, modifying same, were 
enacted to meet a definite service need 
—the assignment of a limited number 
of experienced line officers, who have 
demonstrated special ability and inter- 
est in marine engineering, to engineer-* 

duty only. It is to this group of 
officers that the responsibility falls of 
insuring that the Navy keeps pace with 
the rapid improvements in engineering 
design. It is necessary that our Navy 
be first in efficient marine engineering. 
This requires the best design, the best 
methods of operation, and the best 
methods of maintenance. To accom- 
plish this objective, it is essential that 
experienced officers, carefully selected, 
specialize in engineering design, re- 
search, experimentation, inspection, su- 
pervision of operation, and in the ad- 
ministration of new construction and 
of repair activities. 


Maintenance of the Fleet. 

The principal problem of the bureau 
is that of maintaining the machinery 
of vessels of the fleet in the best pos- 
sible condition with the funds avail- 
able. This is a difficult one in view of 
the age of a large number of ships. 


‘Upkeep and operating costs naturally 


increase from year to year with more 
frequent renewals and overhauls of 
more and more of the auxiliary units. 

The bureau is endeavoring to meet 
this problem by careful planning and 
by budgeting funds as much as prac- 
ticable to those directly concerned with 
expenditures. The force budget sys- 
tem, placed in operation in the Asiatic 
Fleet on Oct. 1, 1927, has been in con- 
tinuous successful operation since that 
date. Effective July 1, 1929, the bu-

Condition of the Fleet. 


Battleships and carriers.—Battle- 


ships and carriers in general are in 
good to very good condition. Routine 
battleship-overhaul periods are now 18 
months apart. 

* * * 

Boilers are being maintained in very 
good condition. The headers on the 
Babeock and Wilcox boilers of Fourth 
and Fifth Division ships are built up 
by welding when their thickness has 
become materially reduced. Experi- 
mental downcomers have been installed 
on two boilers of the New York in an 
effort to remedy trouble experienced 
with burnt-out and warped tubes in A 
and B rows at speeds above 15 knots. 

Air coolers and pumps for cooling 
the inboard main motors of the West 
Virginia were purchased during the 
year and will be installed on her next 
overhaul this Summer. 

New designed outboard shaft coup- 
lings have been installed on the shaft- 
ing of the New York and will also be 
installed on the Texas.

Light cruisers.—The light cruisers, 
Omaha class, are, on the whole, in good 
condition. The instaflation of a 300 
a. h. battery on each cruiser for aux- 
iliary steering power and for emer- 
gency radio has been authorized to be 
undertaken during the fiscal year 1931. 

Destroyers.—The condition of ma- 
chinery of destroyers of Squadrons 14 
and 15 and of Division 45 has been 
satisfactory. . During July, 1929, de- 
fects were discovered in the water 
drums of the McCawley. Subsequent 
examination showed that practically all 
destroyers equipped with similar boil- 
ers had the same trouble. Examination 
and test of the material of these water 
drums showed that the boilers could no 
longer be considered safe for operation 
and orders were issued by the depart- 
ment decommissioning Squadrons 9, 11, 
and 12, and replacing them with Squad- 
rons 7, 6, and 10, respectively. At the 
same time vessels of Mine Squadrons 
1 and 2 were decommissioned and re- 
placed by Luce, Lansdale, Gamble, and 
Ramsay. 

As a result of the recommissioning 
of these destroyers, the situation as 

the immediate necessity for 
retubing of main condensers and boil- 
ers of destroyers has been greatly im- 
proved. 

Submarines.—During the past fiscal 
year the upkeep costs of the submarjne 
service have incr There will like- 
ly be no matetial reduction under the 
present figure in maintenance costs. 

Due principally to age of the sub- 
marine, it is felt that the performance 
of submarine material, coming 
the cognizance of this bureau, is not 
commensurate with its maintenance 
costs and that steps should be taken 
to initiate a submarine replacement 

rogram.

Treaty, the name Ranger has been as- 
signed to Aircraft Carrier Number 4, 
contract for which was awarded Oct. 
17, 1930, to the Newport News Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Company, New- 
port News, Va. 

The USS Ranger is the sixth naval 
vessel of that name. The fifth Ranger 
was Battle Cruiser Number 4, author- 
ized in 1916 Designed to displace 
43,500 tons, to make a full speed of 
33.25 knots, and to mount a battery 
of eight 16-inch, 16 6-inch, and four 
anti-aircraft guns, the fifth Ranger’s 
construction was stopped Feb. 8, 1922, 
upon the signing of the Washington 
Treaty for the limitation of naval arm- 
aments. The Ranger and three other 
of the six battle cruisers building were 
sold, broken up and scrapped. The 
two battle cruisers remaining were 
converted into the aircraft carriers Sar- 
atoga and Lexington. 

The first Ranger in the history of 
the United States Navy was a ship of 
308 tons, carrying 18 guns, built by 
order of the Continental Congress; 
launched May 10, 1777, at Langdon’s 
Shipyard, Portsmouth, N. H., and orig- 
inally christened New Hampshire; Com- 
manded by Capt. John Paul Jones, she 
sailed for France early in 1778, cap- 
tured and burned the shipping at St. 
Mary’s Isle, Scotland captured H. M. S. 
Drake, took many prizes and on May 12, 
1780, was captured off Charleston, S. 
C., by the British and taken into the 
British Fleet. 

The second vessel named Ranger was 
a small schooner carrying one gun, 
purchased at Baltimore, Md., 1814; and 
sold in 1816. The third vessel named 
Ranger was a brig of 14 guns pur- 
chased in 1814. It was one of Comdr. 
Isaac Chauncey’s Squadron on Lake 
Ontario and took active part in engage- 
ments. It was sold May 15, 1821. 

The fourth Ranger was an iron gun- 
boat of 1,261 tons displacement carry- 
ing 12 guns; built by Harlem and Hol- 
lingsworth, Wilmington, Del., 1873- 
1876; after serving on various stations 
and on survey duty it was transferred 
in 1909 to public marine school, Boston, 
Mass., and name changed to Rockport, 
and then to Nantucket. It is now out of 
commission. 

The latest Ranger, aircraft carrier 
Number 4, is of 13,800 tons displace- 
ment, is the first aircraft carrier in 
the United States designed from the 
keel up for aircraft carrier work in the 
Fleet, and is scheduled for completion 
in the Spring of 1934. Appropriations 
totalling $4,050,000 have been made 
by Congress for starting construction.

Radio. 

The program for modernizing the 
radio apparatus of the fleet has been 
advanced from approximately 54 to 67 
per cent of completion during the fiscal 
year 1930. During the same period the 
modernization of the radio material at 
shore traffic and compass stations has 
been advanced approximately 14 to 75 
per cent of completion. This progress 
is better than was anticipated at the 
beginning of the year. It was made 
possible because of savings in main- 
tenance of these stations and because 
practically all installation of new ap- 
paratus on ships was made by the 
forces afloat at little cost to the bu- 
reau’s appropriation; hence more funds 
were available for the purchase of new

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Hydrographic Report 
THE annual report of the Hydro- 
graphic Office was made public this 
= Extracts from the report fol- 
ow: 
Need of Floor Space 

The urgent need for additional space 
set forth in the Hydrographer’s annual 
reports of 1928 and 1929 not only still 
exists, but has become more acute, and 
with the additional personnel author- 
ized to meet the increasing demands of 
the office, conditions will become so 
crowded that the output will be ad- 
versely affected. Efforts to obtain ad- 
ditional space in the building have been 
without avail. 

+ * - 
Personnel 

There exists a shortage of officers 
for revising sailing directions, ‘wo 
more being urgently needed for this 
duty in order that the office may carry 
out its plan of revising out-ofdate 
sailing directions. 

Officers receive excellent traming 
while on duty in the Hydrographic 
Office, and as many should be detailed 
to this duty as is consistent with other 
important details. The practice of the 
Chief of Bureau of Navigation of or- 
dering officers to temporary duty in 
the Hydrographic Office en route to 
duty on survey vessels of the Navy has 
proved of much benefit and should be 
continued. When practicable, officers 
ordered to branch hydrographic offices 
should have a short period of tempor- 
ary duty in the main office before as- 
suming duty in branch offices. 

. * * 

A further increase of at least 10 
technical employees and assistants is 
needed in order that the office may 
keep pace with naval and mercantile 
marine requirements. The increasing 
demands of aviation and the necessity 
of replacing foreign charts in accord- 
ance with the program laid down ac- 
counts for this need. 

* . * 

The increasing interest in navigation, 
both at sea and air, with a consequent 
increased number of charts and pub- 
lications required, as well as_ the 
greater cost of printing, will call for 
further additional printing funds in 
1932.

Fire Hazard 

The valuable records contained in the 
files and archives are stored in wood 
cases. This does not safeguard them 
against fire, which might cause a seri- 
ous loss impossible to replace. The 
furniture and walls of the file rooms 
should be fireproof. The inadequacy 
of the storage space in the file rooms 
has resulted in an overcrowded condi- 
tion which can be remedied only by 
an increase in space. The present lo- 
cation is inadequately lighted. 

_ Need Research Vessel 

During the year charts showing lines 
of equal values of the variation of the 
compass, lines of equal values of the 
magnetic dip or inclination, and lines 
of equal values of the horizontal com- 
ponent of the intensity of the earth’s 
magnetic force were compiled and pub- 
lished; these charts are published every 
five years. Much of the data for these 
charts were furnished by the nonmag- 
netic ship Carnegie, whose destruction 
is a great loss to the Hydrographic 
Office and other scientific institutions. 
The construction of a new research 
ship for oceanographic and magnetic 
work is recommended. Several foreign 
navies, notably the British, Dutch, and 
German, have assigned ships to scien- 
tific work of this general character 
which gives promise of improving fu- 
ture useful knowledge of the sea and 
its depths. 

* * * 


The output for the past fiscal year 
covered by this report has exceeded that 
of any previous year in the history of 
the Hydrographic Office. .This increase 
in production barely keeps pace with 
the growing demands of the Navy, the 
mercantile marine, aviation activities, 
and other organizations and individuals 
who use its output. 

It will be seen from the foregoing 
that the Hydrographic Office is carry- 
ing on its duties as defined by law. 
The production of charts from original 
surveys and from other sources, the 
study and research in oceanography 
and nautical astronomy, the collecting 
and compiling of hydrographic data, 
and the prompt, accurate, and com- 
plete dissemination of the resulting in- 
formation to navigators of the Navy, to 
the mercantile marine, and to airplanes 
and airships assist in making the navi- 
gation of the sea and air safe through- 
out the world. They combine to make 
the Hydrographic Office a military and 
naval necessity to the national defense

Propose Construction Bill 


A BILL, drafted by the War Dept., 

to authorize appropriations for 
construction at Randolph Field, Tex., 
has been proposed in both the Senate 
and the House. The bill would divert 
part of previously authorized appro- 
priations to the construction of build- 
ings not planned at the time of the 
authorization. 

The proposal plans to build barracks 
for non-commissioned officers of the 
first three grades, the cost not to ex- 
ceed $100,00. This sum would be taken 
from the $180,950 authorized for the 
construction of barracks for enlisted 
men of the first three grades. 

As a special type of quarters are 
being furnished nurses under the Army 
Housing Program, the bill proposes to 
withdraw $25,000 for the construction 
of nurses’ quarters, from the $1,250,- 
000 previously authorized for construc- 
tion of officers’ quarters. 

Out of $50,000 authorized for a 
school and chapel, it is proposed to ex- 
pend the whole sum on the school, and 
place the chapel in the administration 
building. 





Introduce Building Bills 


A NUMBER of bills, introduced in 

the Senate and House recently, 
deal with construction of new buildings 
at various Army and avy stations in 
the United States. 

One bill, proposed in both houses of 
Congress, plans the construction of a 
convalescent hospital at Ft. Snelling, 
Minn. Another proposes the ri modeling

Certain improvements are proposed 
to be made at Camp Devens, Mass., in 
accordance with the plans of the War 
Department, and would be carried out 
under the direction of the Secretary of 
War. The Secretary of the Navy 
would be authorized under another pro- 
posed bill, to construct a machine shop 
building at Puget Sound, Wash., Navy 
Yard; a barracks and mess hall at 
Hampton Roads, Va.; a barracks at San 
Diego for the Naval Station, for the 
Marines, and for the Naval Air Sta- 
tion, Cal.; a Marine barracks at Quan- 
mg Va., and hangars at Pensacola,

The final bill, introduced in the Sen- 
ate only, proposed an appropriation 
for the construction of additional bar- 
racks at Ft.

BEG. GEN. GEORGE C. BARN- 

HART, USA, died at the. William 
Beaumont General Hospital, El Paso, 
Tex., on Dec. 10, 1930. 

Gen. Barnhardt was born in Gold 
Hill, N. C., Dec.-28, 1868. He entered 
the U. S. Military Academy, West 
Point, New York, from North Carolina, 
June 16, 1888. He was commissioned 
a 2nd lieutenant of Cavalry June 11, 
1892; promoted 1st lieutenant Nov. 7, 
1898; captain Feb. 2, 1901; major June 
12, 1916; assigned to the Quartermas- 
ter Corps Sept. 30, 1916; promoted 
lieutenant colonel May 15, 1917; re- 
lieved from the Quartermaster Corps 
Aug. 16, 1917; appointed colonel of In- 
fantry, National Army, Aug. 5, 1917;

Gen. Barnhardt was awarded the fol- 
lowing decorations: Croix de Guerre, 
with Palm (French); Legion of Honor 
(French); Silver Star for gallantry in 
action against Spanish forces at San- 
tiago, Cuba, July 1, 1898, and the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal, with the fol- 
lowing citation: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and 
distinguished services. As commander 
of the 28th Infantry, he handled his 
regiment so brilliantly under severe 
conditions during the St. Mihiel of- 
fensive, Sept. 12 and 13, 1918, and dur- 
ing the battle of the Meuse-Argonne, 
Oct. 1 to 11, 1918, that the regiment 
demonstrated an unusually high degree 
of efficiency and morale. He repeatedly 
displayed superior tactical judgment, 
and by his exceptional ability, leader- 
ship and devotion to duty, he effectively 
executed the most difficult missions as- 
signed to his regiment. Later, in com- 
mand of the 2d Infantry Brigade and 
then the 178th Infantry Brigade, he 
again displayed high efficiency and 
military attainments, thereby rendering 
with all his commands important serv- 
ices to the American Expeditionary 
Forces.” 

At the time of his death he was in 
command of the First Cavalry Division 
at Ft. Bliss, Texas. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Floy 
R. Barnhardt, who was with him at the 
time of his death.

“Co-operation” only gives flexibility to 
any assignments made to produce Uni- 
Y of Command, with resultant effi- 

mcy, a product which could not be 
obtained under a more rigid and per- 
manent system; only when the military 
necessity has ceased, we should revert 
to the normal procedure. An analysis 
of the functioning of the forces of our 
Country in the last war would it is be- 
lieved provg what has been said before, 
and while the speed with which we en- 
ter the contest may not be so rapid, the 
power in the end is greater, a process 
which seems to suit us admirably. 

That these ideas seem sound and in 
keeping with the trend of the times, 
appears to be indicated by the results 
of the last Imperial Council, where 
“Co-operation” has finally, after many 
long years of experience and trial, re- 
placed the principle of Central Control. 

These matters have been gone into 
at some length as they profoundly ef- 

ect the attitude of the Navy towards 
its “Naval Air Operating Policy.” 
Il. General Naval Policy and Principles 

While the Navy thoroughly under- 
stands that under the guarantee of the 
Kellogg Pact, and in keeping with the 
Government’s long pursued policy, this 
Country will never start an aggressive 
war, nevertheless the fact remains that 
‘we may be drawn into war, and for this 
Treason must be in a position to defend 
our rights. Such a war would in es- 
sence be a War of Defense. 

But in waging such a war certain 
military principles, tested through 

ny years of trial and error, have 

en found to be correct, and to con- 
duct efficient war those principles must 
not be violated. One of these principles, 
“whatever the general character of the 
war may be, if you can take the offen- 
sive and keep it, it is far wiser than 
to assume the defensive at once,” is one 
of the most important. To do this 
requires the power of great mobility. 

With a Fleet which is to be on a 
Parity basis with any one other Sea 
Power, the above military principle 
must be given careful consideration, for 
with a Fleet second to none, able to 
move quickly to the required spot with 
all its forces intact, the Country is 

iven its first and principal line of de- 
ense; may never fear invasion from 
Overseas, and all other forms of at- 
tack upon our Country may be classed 
as of a secondary nature. 

With those ideas in mind the Fleet, 
including naval air forces, is organized 
and operated. 

In the conduct of our Naval opera- 
tions, both when acting alone and when 
acting in co-operation with other mili- 
tary bodies, we must envisage two 
stages, viz., War and Peace. 

Ill. War Operations 

Operations of this character cannot 
be foretold, nor can we by legislation 
now, provide any efficient scheme of 
operation which will stand the crucial 
test of war, for war when it comes has 

mall respect for persons or man made 
aws. It reverts almost automatically 
to natural laws. Hence the best that 
can be done, in time of peace to prepare 
for the contingency of war (unhappily 
should it come), is for technical men to 
agree upon the best methods for the 
conduct of war, including all the forces 
involved; to plan ahead as far as prac- 
ticable; to lay stress upon the actual 
essentials, but not to involve the coun- 
try in any greater overhead expense in 
he matter of preparation for a na- 
onal emergency than is necessary. 

For the reasons set forth the Navy 
has adopted a definite policy in the 
matter of the organization, distribution 

operating of the Fleet in peace— 

luding all its air forces which it out- 

nes below somewhat concisely so far 
as the air forces are concerned. 
IV. Peace Operations 

The purpose of the Fleet in time of 

ace is to train adequately, so that 

time of national emergency it can 
repens ‘rapidly and carry out its mili- 
objective, adhering to the principle 
Outlined in II. It forms the nucleus 
around which other naval forces may 
rally in time of stress. It is not and 
fit does not aim or pretend to be on a 
war footing. 
In accordance with the principles out- 
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lined above, it concentrates its air ef- 
forts in operating with the Fleet, be- 
lieving that this is a primary function, 
and it does not: waste any 6f its air 
efforts upon a secondary purpose now, 
believing that it is wiser to leave these 
matters to be settled and provided for 
when a national emergency is immi- 
nent. 

In carrying out this fleet policy, there 
are certain strategic areas where the 
Fleet or parts of it operate constantly, 
such as the “San Diego-San Pedro 
Area, Canal Zone Area, Hawaiian Is- 
lands Area, Chesapeake Bay Area, 
Long Island-Narragansett Bay Area, 
Asiatic Area.” There are other strate- 
gic areas where the Fleet operates less 
frequently, such as the Caribbean 
Area, Gulf of Maine and Cape Cod, 
Area, Key West, Gulf of Mexico, San 
Francisco Area, Puget Sound Area, 
Alaska Area. 

In the areas where the Fleet or parts 
of it operate constantly there is a need 
for destroyer, air, submarine, supply 
and repair bases, depots, training 
grounds, stations, or whatever name 
may be given them. These bases are 
a part of the Fleet, and the contents 
thereof are subject to removal instant- 
ly at command from the Fleet. They 
are not intended for and will not be 
allowed to be diverted from their Fleet 
objectives, for any reasons of coast de- 
fense, except the most urgent, when 
upon request of the commandant the 
forces therein may be permitted to co- 
operate with other military forces, act- 
ung under suc hrules of procedure as 
are laid down by the Joint Board. 
These forces are assigned to the Fleet 
and not to the commandant of the dis- 
trict (where temporarily they may be 
mobilized), in order to preserve their 
mobility, though as senior naval of- 
ficer present the commandant has such 
rights as are vested in him through 
his seniority. 

In order to complete the outline there 
is indicated below the details of the 
naval air operating policy. 

Details of Naval Air Operating Policy 

(A) The Chief of Naval Operations 
in carrying out the aircraft functions of 
the Navy under the policy enunciated 
in “Joint Action of the Army and 
Navy,” will apply the following prin- 
ciples with respect to naval aircraft: 

Heavier-than-air. In time of peace 
to direct the development and employ- 
ment of naval aviation to the fulfill- 
ment of its principal mission, namely, 
operations with the Fleet. 

Lighter-than-air. To complete the 
rigid airships now under construction, 
or appropriated for, with a view to de- 
termining by operation, primarily with 
the Fleet, their utility for military 
operations. 

To build only such non-rigid airships 
as may be necessary for training pur- 
poses. 


War 
(B) In time of war to direct the de- 
velopment and employment of naval 
aviation as the exigencies of the situa- 
tion require. 


Peace 

(C) To develop the greatest fleet mo- 
bility in all types of naval aircraft to- 
gether with the development of a mini- 
mum number of fleet air stations for 
their support in a naval campaign. 

General Policy 

(C-1) All aircraft assigned to tacti- 
cal units will be mobile in order to 
operate with the Fleet. Mobility will 
be achieved by the use of carriers and 
tenders. A minimum number of fully 
equipped fleet air stations will be pro- 
vided for the support and repair of air- 
craft. 

Operations 

(C-2) The primary purpose in naval 
aircraft operations is the development 
of the offensive power of the Fleet and 
of advanced base expeditionary forces. 
Mobility of aircraft is esential to this 
purpose. 

The secondary purpose relates to the 
use of naval aircraft in the defense of 
important areas, if and when required 
due to a national emergency. 

Naval aircraft operations in peace 
do not contemplate the development of 
the secondary purpose. 

The Naval Air Station, Coco Solo, 
and the aircraft assigned thereto, will 
be included in the command of the 
Commander Aircraft, Scouting Force. 

The Naval Air Station, Pearl Har- 
bor, and the aircraft assigned thereto, 
will be included in the command of the 
Comander, Minecraft, Battle Force. 

Airplanes stationed during peace at 
Coco Solo and Pearl Harbor, as an ini- 
tial deployment, will be of the long 
range patrol type, and will be provided 
with tenders for assistance in the con- 
duet of distant operations.

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Sec. Navy’s Report 
HE annual-report of the Secretary 
of the Navy was released for pub- 
lication this week. The report cover- 
ing the fiscal year 1930 and including 
operations to Nov. 15, 1930, appears 
below in extract form. 

The discipline in the service continued 
high during the year.’ Three line, eight 
staff, and six warrant officers were dis- 
missed from the service. 

Officers entering the naval service 
should have the prospect of regular ad- 
vancement without periods of unduly 
long stagnation in any one grade. The 
retention of an officer for an undue pe- 
riod in any one grade saps initiative, 
dampens enthusiasm, and is destructive 
of morale. Every effort should be made 
to avoid the so-called “humps” in the 
lineal list which cause such stagnation. 
The Britten bill, which passed the Sen- 
ate during the past session, is an ef- 
fort to regulate promotion so as to 
provide for the normal advancement 
of officers after reasonable periods in 
each grade and further to avoid the 
uneconomical evil of almost wholesale 
retirements in certain classes of the 
Naval Academy graduates, who, with- 
out the passage of this law, will have 
slight hope for advancement. I strong- 
ly recommend the passage of this bill 
at the forthcoming session of Congress. 
Pending its enactment temporary leg- 
islation should again be enacted to in- 
sure the continuation of the provision 
for retirement for service since grad- 
uation rather than for age in grade, 
in accordance with the action taken by 
the last two Congresses. 

Selection has been extended to offi- 
cers of the Staff Corps, but there is no 
provision under the law for their forced 
retirement before reaching the age of 
64, with result that officers in the Staff 
Corps who have been passed over by 
selection boards for promotion remain 
in their present grade and create a 
hump therein, thus denying advance- 
ment to deserving officers below them. 
A measure for the retirement of staff 
officers who have been passed over by 
selection boards was introduced in the 
last Congress, H.R. 11331, and I strong- 
ly recommend the passage of this or 
similar legislation.

(C-5) Permanent Stations—Chosen 
for strategic fleet reasons: 

(1) Training and operating with 
the Fleet.

(4) Cooperation with the Army 

when requested in local de- 
fense work. 

Advanced Stations—Selected in ad- 
vance by the demands of the campaign, 
are determined by: 

(1) Navy Fleet needs. 
(2) Army overseas campaign 
needs. 

When the Army and Navy planes 
operate together, Joint Board Rules 
govern. 

Procurement 

(C-6) The policy of procurement is 
determined by the primary purpose in 
naval aircraft operations, namely, of- 
fensive power through mobility con- 
centrating efforts for Fleet require- 
ments. 

Aircraft will be developed and con- 
structed for: 

(a) Operations from vessels of the 
Fleet. 

(b) Operations from the water in 
pursuance of Fleet missions. 

(d) Operations with two Marine 
Expeditionary Forces. 

(d) Training and administrative 
purposes, regular and reserve. 

(e) In lighter-than-air craft, for 
determining their utility for

number of officers and men who will 
be required to man the ships allowed 
under that treaty. Additional officers 
and men will be required if these ships 
are to remain in active commission. A 
minimum of four years is required to 
train young men to become officers, and 
immediate steps should be taken'to in- 
crease the allowed officer strength from 
the present 4 per cent of the total au- 
thorized enlisted strength to 5.3 per 
‘ cent, which is the figure that the latest 
estimates indicate will provide the 
number of officers to man the vessels 
allowed as under the London treaty. 
This increase cannot take place at once 
and must be spread over a number of 
years. With one additional appoint- 
ment to Annapolis for each Senator 
and Congressman the officer personnel 
would not reach the required strength 
before the year 1943. 


* * * 


The training of enlisted men requires 
a shorter period than for officers, but 
when new ships are- authorized the 
personnel to man these ships should 
be provided for. The policy recently 
pursued of decreasing allowances for 
the ships in commission in order to 
find personnel for new ships has reach- 
ed the limit, and further reduction of 
the allowances can be made only at a 
great cost to the efficiency of the ships, 
an efficiency which should not be low- 
ered. 

The housing situation at the present 
time is not wholly satisfactory, and at 
Hampton Roads the enlisted men are 
living in quarters of war-time construc- 
tion which are most unsatisfactory, 
while at Mare Island the submarine 
personnel is quartered in old destroyer 
hulks. New barracks buildings have 
been authorize¢ at those places, but 
as yet no work has been done on them. 
‘Additional officer qaarters are required 
at Great Lakes to replace the old frame 
houses that are in a deplorable condi- 
tion. At Coco Solo additional quarters 
are needed for the younger officers at- 
tached to submarines operating from 
that base, and also for petty offi- 
cers in the submarine service, as in 
the city of Colon suitable living ac- 
commodations cannot be obtained ex- 
cept at rents in excess of what the 
officers and petty officers can pay. 

Continued improvement in the Naval 
Reserve is being made, and it is be- 





“lieved that adherence to the principles 


on which it is founded will result in 
providing a reserve of great value to 
the Navy. 

* *x * 

The services of the pharmacists and 
chief pharmacists of this corps have 
continued to be of the highest order 
and of great value to the Medical De- 
partment. It is unfortunate that no 
way has yet been devised by which this 
worthy class of officers may receive the 
benefits of higher rank.

Existing laws require that 30 per 
cent of the total number of naval air- 
plane pilots be of enlisted ratings. The 
department recognizes the desirability 
of employing enlisted ratings for this 
purpose to as high a percentage as 
will not interfere with the effectiveness 
of the aeronautical organization. Re- 
cent study of this matter and con- 
sideration of recommendations from the 
operating units indicates that only ap- 
proximately 22 per cent instead of 30 
per cent of the total number of pilots 
may be enlisted personnel without an 
undue sacrifice of efficiency. A bill is 
now pending in Congress to modify the 
present law by providing that the Sec- 
retary of the Navy shall determine the 
percentage of enlisted pilots required 
to meet the needs of the service. The 
enactment of this legislation is recom- 
mended.

Army Transportation 
(Following is the third installment 
of a copyright paper prepared by Col. 
Brainerd Taylor, QMC, USA, for de- 
livery at the recent Transportation 
Meeting of the Society of Automotive 
Engineers.) 








‘MOTOR transport in the U. S. Army 


is a very complicated matter. 
Motor vehicles are used for rapidly in- 
creasing purposes by all combat arms 
and supply services. In every Arm— 
as Cavalry, Artillery, Infantry and Air 
Corps—and in every supply service— 
as Ordnance, Engineers, Signal Corps 
and Quartermaster Corps—there are 
missions peculiar to the Arm or Ser- 
vice and special activities and equip- 
ment to be mobilized that seem to re- 
quire specially constructed vehicles. 
The sum total of these special vehicles 
is very considerable, constituting a dif- 
ficult problem of maintenance in auto- 
motive repair and supply, if not 
handled with great foresight and with 
the wisdom born of experience in war. 
The great najority of motor ve- 
hicles in the ..rmy is of course used in 
ordinary cargo and passenger carrying 
services pertaining to the operations of 
all Arms and Services and of mixed 
forces, such as Divisions, Corps, 
Armies and Groups of Armies and in 
the great service of supply in the rear 
of Armies. These vehicles and the per- 
sonnel that operates and maintains 
them are organized into a General Mo- 
tor Transport Service, an integral part 
of the Quartermaster Corps of the 
Army. This Service is organized in 
three branches, i. e., 


The Operations Branch, 

The Maintenance Branch, 

The Administrative Branch. 

In the Operations Branch vehicles 
and personnel are organized into small 
or large fleets and assigned to various 
military commands. These fleets are 
in the form of Military Motor Trans- 
port Companies and Battalions. As 
the power and economy of large fleet 
operations come more to be realized it 
is believed that Motor Transport Regi- 
ments and Brigades will appear in 
Military Operations. 

In the Maintenance Branch all auto- 
motive repair and supply is embraced 
for the entire Army. Maintenance ex- 
tends from the preventive maintenance 
and light repair work, performed by 
operating personnel, up to the major 
repairs, general overhauling, rebuild- 
ing of vehicles and the reclamation of 
serviceable and repairable parts and 
units from salvage, performed by ex- 
tensive organizations of motor 
mechanics. These functions, together 
with shop operations, automotive sup- 
ply and the personnel involved, are or- 
ganized into maintenance sections, com- 
panies and battalions. 

The Administrative Branch embraces 
all office organization and manage- 
ment personnel in the Motor Trans- 
port Service that is general to Opera- 
tions and Maintenance. It is the func- 
tion of this branch to supervise the 
functions of operations and main- 
tenance. It is the function of this 
branch to supervise the functions of 
operations and maintenance from a 
military and administrative point of 
view, to coordinate them and apply 
their combined services to military re- 
quirements and operations. 

If the general passenger and cargo 
carrying motor transport equipment of 
the Army constituted all there was to 
operate and maintain, there would be 
no serious difficulties to encounter 
aside from the difficulties incident to 
war. The great number of special and 
technical functions and equipment, 
however, that demand motorization to 
keep step with this age of mechanical 
transport, and the increasing number 
of special designs in motor vehicles re- 
quired therefor, render the main- 
tenance of the Army’s motor vehicles 
in military operations an extremely 
difficult and dangerous problem. It is 
especially difficult because of the mul- 
tiplicity of repair jobs and spare parts 
involved. It becomes dangerous be- 
cause of the multiplicity of ideas and 
contentions that arise between authori- 
ties with diverse functions involving 
motor’ transportation but not charged 
with any of the responsibility for its 
problems of maintenance. In order to 
provide for effective and practicable 
maintenance of motor vehicles in Zones 
of Combat and Communications where 
the manufacturers, dealers and service 
stations, relied upon in time of peace, 
cannot assist, it is absolutely necessary 
to organize and practice in time of peace 
a military service of automotive re- 
pair and supply that can be quickly 
expanded without destroying its re- 
liability in time of war. This organ-

tude, must be far reaching. It must 
be considered initially in the design, 
development and procurement of ve- 
hicles for military service. These 
functions of design, development and 
procurement of all motor vehicles were 
in the hands of five different supply 
services during the World War, lead- 
ing to the procurement of over 220 dif- 
ferent types and makes of motor ve- 
hicles. Lack of coordination in this 
respect was one of the greatest motor 
transport errors of the World War. 
In order that design, development and 
procurement of motor vehicles for the 
Army may be in accordance with the 
requirements of maintenance, as well 
as the requirements of the using ser- 
vices, they should be charged to the 
same military authority that is 
charged with maintenance. In no other 
way can multiplicity in design with 
consequent confusion in automotive re- 
pair and supply be avoided. 

Looking further into the future of 
motor vehicles provided for the Army, 
those used in a Theater of Military 
Operations, far removed from our 
homeland, will in most war possibili- 
ties be so far removed from sources of 
commercial automotive repair and sup- 
ply as to create the most urgent need 
for conserving skilled repair labor, ma- 
terials, parts, ship and rail-tonnage in 
transportation. Therefore, the need 
of delegating the function of motor ve- 
hicle operation to the military au- 
thority charged with motor vehicle 
maintenance, is evident. It is believed 
that the need of centralizing all trans- 
port functions from procurement to 
salvage was understood and provided 
for in Section 9 of the National De- 
fense Act, passed by Congress. No 
surer guide to the quick and success- 
ful termination of our next war is 
believed to exist anywhere than in the 
provision for coordinated -transporta- 
tion, with centralized military control, 
so wisely written into this Section 
when the errors of war were fresh in 
the minds of our law makers. 


To some extent, particularly in the 
case of motor vehicles classified as 
general passenger and cargo carrying 
vehicles, all these closely correlated 
functions, extending through the life 
of the vehicle from design to salvage, 
including operation and maintenance, 
are at present charged to the Quar- 
termaster General. There are, how- 
ever, many special vehicles and excep- 
tions to the rule, considered military 
necessities, that keep the subject of 
maintenance in a very precarious posi- 
tion. The Quartermaster General, who 
is charged by law with all of the func- 
tions of transportation, has among his 
assistants officers whose experience 
collectively embraces every phase of 
military motor transport since its in- 
ception on the Mexican border in 1916, 
less than five years after motor trucks 
began to be manufactured in quantity 
for commerce. So far as his military 
authority’ permits and with well re- 
membered experiences as the General 
Staff officer responsible for coordinat- 
ing and directing the transportation 
and supply of the First Army, which

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fore these officers reach the retiring 
age and in accordance with the Na- 
tional Defense Act, so as to provide for 
efficient operation and adequate main- 
tenance in peace and war. To this 
end he is publishing to the Army his 
plan of motor vehicle maintenance 
based upon the system of Unit Repair 
and Replacement and the conception 
of five distinct lines of maintenance 
called Echelons. 

The word echelon, defined by Web- 
ster as “an arrangement of a body of 
troops with its divisions drawn up in 
parallel lines, but each somewhat to 
the left or right of the one in the rear, 
like a series of steps,” is a convenient 
one to use in connection with military 
formations other than troops. Since 
our military experience in France the 
French form of this word, ‘Echelon- 
ment,” is frequently used in our mili- 
tary terminology. 

Thus military supplies and supply 
establishment, etc., are referred to as 
“echeloned in depth,” from front to 
rear, in which arrangement supplies 
are stocked in relation to demand, with 
a few days supply in advance echelons 
and 30, 60, 90 days or more of sup- 
plies in rear echelons. 


Military functions may also be 
echeloned in depth. This is a particu- 
larly convenient conception of automo- 
tive maintenance functions which co- 
incides with the practical echelonment 
in depth of automotive supplies. The 
combined and balanced echelonment 
of automotive repair and supply in 
depth is the only logical arrangement 
of maintenance in the military service 
in which both functions and supplies 
can be made to coincide with the 
echelons of military command, wherein 
the commanders of military units are 
invariably arranged in depth, or from 
front to rear, in a Theater of Opera- 
tions in accordanee with increasing 
rank and authority in the military 
chain of command, i. e., the reginent, 
brigade, division, corps, army and 
group of armies. 

The following is quoted from the 
latest regulations now in the hands of 
the public printer: 

The organization of automotive 
maintenance will be echeloned in depth. 
The echelonment of supplies will ex- 
tend from spare parts carried on mo- 
tor vehicles to the centralized stock- 
age in motor transport depots similar 
to the echelonment of general supplies. 
The echelonment of maintenance func- 
tions will extend from the work of the 
driver to the major operations of re- 
construction shops, similar to the 
echelonment of surgical operations 
from first-aid dressings back through 
Field and Base Hospital Operation. 

In large military organizations, both 
territorial and mobile, the work of 
automotive repair and handling of au- 
tomotive supplies will be so graded in 
the echelons of maintenance as to re- 
move all repair facilities, i. e., shop and 
warehouse operations, unless highly 
mobile in character, from the field of 





motor vehicle and train operations. In

Corps Area and Departments, as in a 
Theater of Operations in War, the 
more difficult repairs, heavy machin- 
ery and heavy stocks of supplies, which 
are inconsistent with the principle of 
mobility, will be located at varying 
distances from the front lines of mo- 
tor vehicle operations carried on in - 
connection with training of troops, and 
in post, camp and station transporta- 
tion.

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Reserve Report 
E following report as to the Or- 
ganized Reserves was made by 
Assistant Secretary F. H. Payne in 
his annual report. The full text ap- 
pears below. 

The total strength of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, inclusive of National 
Guard officers holding reserve com- 
missions, was 113,523 on June 30, 1930. 
It is now fairly apparent that numeric- 
ally the Reserve reached its 
peak in 1928, with a total of 114,824 
officers. However, the small change 
shown in these two totals does not dis- 
close the real change that has oc- 
curred in these two years. Of the 1928 
total, 102,779 were “active,” but of the 
1930 total only 79,285 had the same 
status—a great falling off. In 1928 
the total separated from the active 
list was only 8,008; in 1930, 22,843. 
This great increase in separations is 
due, not to any new policies of the War 
Department, or to any sudden dissat- 
isfaction over 6ld policies, but largely 
to the advent of a period in which there 
expired a great number of appoint- 
ments of officers who have served 10 
_ in the Reserve Corps, some 68,- 

appointments having expired since 
Jan. 1, 1928. Many feel that they have 
“done their bit” and decline to renew 
their commissions, and many others are 
no longer physically fit. Another fac- 
tor is the decreasing leniency of the 
War Department toward officers who 
demonstrate neither interest in nor 
capacity for military work. During 
the calendar years of 1930 and 1931, 
80,675 appointments will expire. The 
value of the inactive list, now 22,632, 
is problematical, since the greater part 
of the officers thereon either have had 
no training or have shown no interest 
during the past five years. This list 
will have further consideration during 
the coming year. The “active” 
strength at which the Reserve Corps 
will eventually stabilize is as yet in- 
determinate, but it seems likely to be 
about two-thirds of the computed 
mobilization objective of 120,000. 

Accretions to the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps appear to have stabilized at 
about 10,000 per year, of which some 
6,000 come from the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps. Appointments from 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
and citizens’ military training camps 
show a slight increase, and probably 
will continue to do so. On the other 
hand, within two years the World War 
veterans will have practically ceased 
to furnish original appointments for 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps. Already 
only 1 in 10 of the original appoint- 


ments come from this latter source. |

ing from the active list in increas- 

ly greater numbers is inevitable, ‘but 

eee loss in reserve officers who 
are recent Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps graduates does not seem in- 
evitable. Plans are therefore being 
drawn to obtain the support of these 
graduates and their employers in order 
that this vital element of the Reserve 
Corps may be held for a longer period. 
The ultimate success or failure of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps and hence of 
mobilization plans which involve its 
employment depends upon the success 
or failure of the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps and the ability of the 
War Department to hold the gradu- 
ates of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
during the years of their military use- 
fulness. 

The great problem in the training 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps is to 
make that training practical. Military 
training is practical exactly in the de- 
gree in which simulates war employ- 
mei.t. A very practical form of train- 
ing for the Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
which has been put into effect during 
the last two years, has been the con- 
duct of citizens’ military training 
camps by organizations of the Organ- 
ized Reserves. Such training ap-

success; for 1930 the informal reporte 
so far received indicate great improve- 
ment. Certainly this form of train- 
ing is highly advantageous to the Of- 
ficers’ Reserve Corps, but its retention 
must depend upon its observed effect 
upon the citizens’ military training 
camps. Indications are that the effect 
is favorable, although opinion upon the 
matter has not yet crystallized. 

Another feature of the training for 
this year has been the generous exten- 
sion to the Officers’ Reserve ‘Corps by 
the National Guard of the training op- 
portunities of its summer camps. This 
form of practical training is especially 
desirable as it brings together the two 
citizen components; furthermore, Regu- 
lar Army units are in general too de- 
pleted to furnish even war-strength 
platoons for training. 

The last year has also been marked 
by great improvements in and a more 
extended use of the correspondence 
courses for reserve officers. Instruc- 
tion through conference under the di- 
rection of both Regular Army and re- 
serve instructors has been continuea 
and extended. 

During the year considerable prog- 
ress has been made toward the attain- 
ment of an Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
every member of which has demon- 
strated his capacity for his grade and 
branch. The most pronounced step in 
this direction has been the order, ef- 
fective Oct. 1, 1930, abolishing, gradu- 
ally, promotion on account of hours of 
work and substituting therefor actual 
qualifications by examination. Like 
every move of this kind, some opposi- 
tion has been encountered, but it un- 
questionably has the support of the 
vast majority of reserve officers, as 
will any reasonable move to create a 
more efficient reserve co: It can 
not be claimed that all of problems 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps and of 
the Crganized Reserves have been solv- 
ed during the past year, but real prog- 
ress has been made,

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Adm. Moffett’s Report 


REAz ADM. WILLIAM A. MOF- 
FETT, USN, Chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics, in his annual report 
made public this week, makes the fol- 
Jowing recommendation as to naval 
aviation: 

In separate correspondence I have 
‘recommended increases in the limita- 
tion of naval aircraft to provide for 
the equipment of aircraft carrier CV-4, 
by including these aircraft in the 
naval building program to be presented 
to Congress. However, in order that 
the important naval air activities at 
Pearl Harbor and Coco Solo may be 
brought up to the strength originally 
contemplated in the 5-year aircraft 
building program, I recommend pas- 
sage of additional legislation for the 
inerease of the present limitation to 
1,1°5 useful airplanes. 

The personnel now available for the 
maintenance and overhaul of aircraft 
at the fleet air bases, Hampton Roads 
and San Diego, are insufficient in 
number to overhaul fleet airplanes. I 
recommend, therefore, that either the 
enlisted personnel at these stations be 
increased to the required numbers, or 
that funds be made available by Con- 
g ess for displacing enlisted personnel 

y civilian lebor. 

w the maintenance ot efficiency in 
operation of aircraft, existing laws 
should be changed to permit the re- 
duction of enlisted pilots from 30 per 
eent to such a percentage as may be 
deemed suitable by the Secretary of the 
Navy. I estimate present requirements 
of edlisted pilots to be about 22 per 
cent. 

Additional civilian employees, chiefly 
in the grades of aeronautical engineer, 
are considered necessary in order to 
permit the Bureau of Aeronautics to 
keep abreast of aeronautical progress. 
For the same reason I recommend that 
larger experimental funds be made 
available annually, and request the 
Navy Department to consider carefully 
this important matter in drawing up 
its budget for presentation to Con- 
gress. . 

A sound policy is being pursued with 
respect to training substantial num- 
bers of Naval Reserves in aviation ac- 
tivities in order to augment the regu- 
lar establishment in time of war. I 
recommend continuation of these poli- 
cies and liberal appropriations for per- 
sonnel and material. 

To provide for basing fleet aircraft 
ashore for operations in the vicinity of 
the Canal Zone, I recommend the en- 
largement of the flying field at the 
naval air station, Coco Solo. It is also 
considered important that steps be 
taken to extend the east breakwater 
to the shoreline to give smooth water 
for seaplane operations in Colon har- 
bor. 

In view of the increase in aircraft 
carriers to be expected, the flying field 
at the naval air base, Hampton Roads, 
should be greatly increased in size. 

I am firmly convinced of the desir- 
ability of completing the ZRS-5 as au- 
thorized in the 5-year aircraft build- 
ing program, and recommend that the 
department proceed with its construc- 
tion. 

In order to permit airship operations 
with the Battle Fleet, the west coast 
airship base should be started at an 
early date. I favor Sunnyvale, Calif., 
as the location for this base. 

I recommend that a comprehensive 
naval building program be presented 
to Congress, and that it include early 
construction of vessels carrying air- 
craft, with authorization for aircraft 
complements. Attention is invited to 
the favorable effect an extensive naval 
building program will have on business 
conditions in the United States. 

Navy Building Program 

Regarding the Navy building pro- 
gram, Adm. Moffett has this to say: 

I have previously submitted to the 
Secretary of the Navy my views as to 
the proper weight that should be given 
aviation activities in a program to 
build up to the limits permitted by 
treaty obligations. Without regard to 
details, I wish here to emphasize cer- 
tain principles that I believe should 
govern the department’s recommenda- 
tions in this important matter: 

First, owing to the demonstrated 
value to the fleet of aircraft, the con- 
struction of all remaining aircraft car- 
rier tonnage and all permitted plat- 
form cruiser tonnage should be start- 
ed at an early date. 

Second, the authorization and cost 
limitation of each vessel should in- 
clude the aircraft that it will carry, 
in order to increase present legislative 
limitations of numbers and thus avoid 
the withdrawal of aircraft assigned to 
existing vessels and stations. 

I wish also to invite attention to the 
Very favorable reaction an extensive 
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naval building program will have on 
business conditions in the United 
States. Warships and aircraft are so 
intricate in design that practically all 
the arts and industries participate in 
their construction. Vessels built in 
one part of the country require ma- 
terials produced in many localities; 
their construction thus will stimulate 
activities throughout the country and 
act to stabilize uncertain economic sit- 
uations and especially unemployment. 
~ * * 

The naval aeronautical organization 
required the supply of a total of 908 
service airplanes for the regular Navy 
and Marine Corps, of which 462 were 
allowed the fleet, 236 for training, 78 
at Pearl Harbor and Coco Solo, 43 
for experimental and administrative 
uses, and 89 for the Marine Corps. On 
June 30, 1930, there were actually on 
hand a total of 928 service, 32 experi- 
mental, and 29 obsolete airplanes. On 
July 1, 1930, 53 service airplanes were 
declared obsolete and 27 obsolete air- 
planes were withdrawn from all ser- 
vice and destroyed. On June 30, 1930, 
there were on order a total of 264 ser- 
vice type and 24 experimental air- 
planes. During the fiscal year a to- 
tal of 234 service type and 7 experi- 
mental. airplanes were delivered. 

The 1930 allowance of airplanes for 
the Naval Reserve, wh‘en are not in- 
cluded in the 1,000-plane program, was 
124. On June 30 a total of 86 service 
and 6 obsolete airplanes were on hand 
for the reserves and 57 on order. Dur- 
ing the fiscal year a total of 48 air- 
planes for the reserves were delivered 
from contract.

Status of Naval Aviation 

The number of _heavier-than-air 
craft to be maintained in the United 
States Navy is governed by the “5-year 
aircraft building program,” an act of 
Congress approved June 24, 1926. The 
act authorized an increase in useful 
airplanes to 1,000 in five yearly in- 
crements. At the beginning of the 
program, July 1, 1926, the Navy had 
on hand 351 useful airplanes. On July 
1, 1927, there were 468; on July 1, 
1929, 624; on July 1, 1929, 829; and 
on July 1, 1930, 928. The last ap- 
propriating year contemplated by the 
act is the one ending June 30, 1931. 
It is expected that the aircraft to be 
procured under the 1930 and 1931 au- 
thorizations will raise the number on 
hand to 1,000 during the fiscal year 
1932, substantially as contemplated by 
the act, except that the numbers of 
aircraft to be assigned Coco Solo, 
Pearl Harbor, and the Asiatic Fleet 
have had to be reduced to provide air- 
craft for light cruisers Nos. 24-31 and 
additional training planes for Pensa- 
cola and the Naval Academy. 


A similar but more serious predica- 
ment will confront the department 
upon the commissioning of light 
cruisers Nos. 32 to 36, two of these 
vessels being due for delivery in 1932, 
two in 1933, and one in 1934. For 
their aircraft outfit 30 airplanes will 
be required. The CV-4 (13,800-ton 
aircraft carrier) will probably be de- 
livered in 1934 and will require 114 
airplanes. I have previously recom- 
mended that additional legislation and 
funds necessary to permit the in- 
creases for the cruisers be submitted 
to Congress, and that the CV-4’s air- 
planes be made a part of the naval 
building program to be presented to 
Congress at its next session. 

For 1930 Congress appropriated 
$31,430,000 under “Aviation, Navy.” 
This sum may be compared with the 
appropriations of $32,189,000 for 1929 
and $32,032,211 for 1931. Thus the 
annual appropriations for naval avia- 
tion in the past few years have been 
about $32,000,000. 


The Navy wszepartment has thus 
maintained a constantly growing aero- 
nautical organization without any in- 
crease in the total aviation appropria- 
tions in recent years. This has been 
possible through reduction in the 
amounts required for purchase of new 
airplanes, although the amount for 
their maintenance has necessarily in- 
creased. This economy is due to a 
reduction in cost prices of airplanes 
and engines and to a reduction in the 
percentage of airplane wastage each 
year. Further reduction in the initial 
cost of complete airplanes are expect- 
ed due to a change in the policy of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics during 1930 in 


reducing the numbers of spare en-. 


gines purchased. Heretofore approxi- 
mately 100 per cent spare engines have 
been ordered for each order of air- 
planes, but, due to the improvement 
in reliability and lasting qualities of 
the engines now being obtained, it has 
been decided to reduce to 70 per cent 
the spare engines to be purchased in 
the future. Furthermore, the purchase 
of scouting airplanes for light cruisers

Operations in the fleet have shown 
the necessity for the modification, to 
a certain extent, of previous ideas as 
to the proper types and models of: air- 
craft suitable for use in naval aviation. 
Patrol flying boats used in the fleet 
and at air stations were originally 
developed by the United States Navy. 
Smaller aircraft assigned to cruising 
vessels were originally adapted from 
models similar to those used in mili- 
tary operations on shore. It is inter- 
esting to note that practically all 
changes that have been made in naval 
aircraft in the last few years, except 
such as have been due to the develop- 
ment of the art, have been in the line 
of introducing features that fit them 
to operate from ships. Ship-based 
land planes have emergency flotation 
gear for keeping them afloat in a 
forced landing at sea, have carrier ar- 
resting gear, and low stalling speeds 
to permit satisfactory operation from 
the decks of carriers. Most naval 
planes have radio in order to main- 
tain touch with their moving bases. 
Observation planes have sturdy float 
type landing gear to permit landing in 
rough water, and the use of the car- 
riers has emphasized the need for a 
satisfactory but light amphibian land- 
ing gear. .The size of fleet airplanes 
must be kept at a minimum in order 
that the limited space on board ship 
may be utilized to the best advantage. 
The differences in coordinate types of 
aircraft as used by the Army and 
Navy have arisen not because the air- 
planes are produced by different or- 
ganizations, but because the peculiar 
conditions under which they operate 
must be taken into consideration from 
the inception of their design.  Al- 
though it is considered sound policy 
to build as few general types of air- 
planes as will meet the needs of the 
service, recent actual operation in the 
fleet has indicated that greater dif- 
ferentiation may be desirable if air- 
craft are to perform satisfactorily the 
service required. 

The bureau therefore has endeavored 
to keep in the closest touch with fleet 
operations and the ideas that have 
been recently evolved, in order that 
types entirely suitable for the purpose 
may be produced without delay. 

« * * 
Experiment and Research 

Rapid progress has recently been 
made throughout the world in the de- 
velopment of airplane structures and 
engines. The art in the United States 
has advanced, but it can not be said 
to have advanced more rapidly here 
than abroad. Neither our civil, naval, 
nor military aircraft should lag be- 
hind those produced in other countries. 

No matter how much money is spent 
in the production of aircraft, improve- 
ment will be more rapid and orderly 
if construction is based on rational ex- 
perimentation and research. Progress 
in the air is not possible unless pre- 
ceded by painstaking drudgery by en- 
gineers at drafting boards, wind tun- 
nels, and test stands. 

Although I feel that Congress has 
been generous in its support of avia- 
tion research, many pressing problems 
have been laid aside because of the 
lack of funds for the payment of en- 
gineers and the manufacture of ex- 
perimental material. I therefore urge 
the department to give additional sup- 
port to the bureau in its effort to ex- 
tend the experimental aircraft pro- 
gram. 
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NACA Backs Airship Building ~ 
IRM support to the present Navy 
rigid airship development pro- 
gram is urged by the National Ad- - 
visory Committee for Aeronautics in 
their annual report to the President 
released for publication this week. 

“Airships are considered to have 
great potential value for both com- 
mercial and military purposes,” . the 
report states. “Their values should be 
developed thoroughly until they are 
fully demonstrated. In the opinion of 
the committee the best policy that can . 
be followed at the present time with 
respect to airships is to give firm sup- 
port to the present Navy rigid airship 
development program.” 

Terming the Army and Navy five- 
year aircraft procurement programs 
as “the great stabilizing factor” in the 
progress of aeronautics, the report 
goes on-to state that: 

“The committee believes that th 
five-year aircraft-construction pro- 
grams of the Army and Navy have 
not only been fully justified from con- 
siderations of national defense, but 
also have had a most salutary effect 
on the efficiency and morale of the 
Army and Navy air organizations and 
have exerted a stabilizing influence on 
the aircraft industry. Wherefore the 
Committee recommends adherence to 
the principle of aircraft-construction 
programs continuing over a period of 
years.” 


Pioneer Radio Plan Retired 


HE Army Air Corps is putting the 
original flying radio laboratory on 
the retired list. 

In the early Fall of 1927, this Army 
Fokker, tri-motored transport, was con- 
verted into a test ship for radio com- 
munication between the air and the 
ground. 

For the past three years this plane 
has seen extensive service under all 
kinds of air conditions in its experi- 
mental and brigade sets were installed 
rial radio developments have been ac- 
complished in this flying radio station. 

This old pioneer is now being re- 
placed by a new and higher powered 
machine to carry on this important 
study. 

Lt. L. M. Wolfe has been master of 
this ship and is largely responsible 
for the results obtained. 

Since this pioneer took the air in 
1927, various commercial and Govern- 
mental radio organizations have joined 
in the experimentations and the Army

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Financial Digest 
GENERAL uncertainty marks the 
trend of the stock market at pres- 
ent, however a better than fair de- 
mand exists under the market for the 
higher grade stocks, indicating the 


probability of more stable market con- 
ditions in the near future. 


Naturally, the behavior of the three 
importan: divisions of the market dur- 
ing the past several days, and partic- 
ularly the action of the rails and of the 
utilities, has tended to discourage 
holders of these securities and to in- 
fluence at least a moderate amount of 
real liquidation. 


In view of the weakness in the in- 
vestment rails and the heavy tone of 
the higher grade industrials, it seems 
advisable to await a further test of the 
resistence powers of the higher grade 
industrials, rails and public utilities. 


Support has peen in evidence in the 
categories of U. S. Steel, American 
Telephone, etc. It is also apparent 
that resistance has been offered around 
the lows of Nov. 10. The industrials 
and the utilities since that time, on 
the average, have maintained them- 
selves above the low levels of that 
day, although the rails, through the 
pressure of steady, although not sensa- 
tional, liquidation have gone to new low 
prices. 

The steadier tone of the market at 
the close on Dec. 10, suggests the pos- 
sibility of a rally, but it is not strongly 
defined enough as yet to warrant buy- 
ing.

Board recommends selection from the 
lower to the upper half of the rear 
admirals, and that this is what mo- 
tivates the Secretary to make the fore. 

going statements. 





In Congress, the question also is ask. 
ed: Why should a captain who has 
been passed over by his own colleagues, 
be made a rear admiral. If he is en- 
titled to that rank, then it is contended, 
he should have been selected. 


It is not expected that the Secre- 
tary’s recommendation will be adopted 
during the present session of Con- 
gress. Preliminary to anything of the 
kind, the Naval Committees of the two 
Houses propose to make inquiries. 
Those Committees will want to know 
the basis upon which a captain is 
selected for flag rank, and what “yard- 
stick” the Seeretary has employed in 
determining whether or not an officer 
“fully measures up to the demands” 
made upon him. It is not at all im- 
proballe that the records of flag offi- 
cers will be scanned. This means pub- 
licity, which the high officials of the 
Navy Department do not want, and is 
objectionable because it would spread 
the names of deserving officers upon 
the front pages of the newspapers of 
the land. During such investigation, 
crews or squadrons might be concerned 
as to the capacity of their leaders, and 
the effect upon efficiency is not diffi- 
cult-to forecast. 


There is another possible develop- 
ment in connection with the Secretary’s 
recommendation. There are 57 rear 
admirals, in the upper and in the lower 
list. The investigation will bring out 
whether or not there are too many flag 
officers, and this will furnish an op- 
portunity for a proposal to reduce the 
number. 


There is no doubt that Rear Admiral 
Sims will approve the Secretary’s 
recommendation, and it may be that 
he wili be called by the Committee to 
give his views. Whether his state- 
ments that political and social reasons 
sometimes have caused selections are 
responsible for Mr. Adams’ action ‘is 
not known, but in any case the two men 
seem to in agreement that a new 
policy should be inaugurated. Rumors 
have been in circulation in Washington 
for some time that officers have been 
selected for high positions years in ad- 
vance, and it is these rumors which 
are responsible for the gossip concern- 
ing the administration of the Navy by 
a “ring.” Thus, the proposal of the 
Secretary seems destined either at this 
or the coming session to lead to an in- 
vestigation apt to have ;mportant con- 
sequences to the Service.

[HE annual report of Rear Adm. J. 

J. Cheatham, SC, USN, Paymas- 

ter General of the Navy, for the fis- 

cal year 1930, has released for pub- 

lication this week. Following appear 
salient extracts from the report: 
The Appropriation System 

It is a well-recognized fact that in 
all forward looking organizations ef- 
fort is constantly directed not only to- 
ward excelling others in the chosen 
field but toward excelling themselves, 
and it is with this idea in mind that 
the Paymaster General respectfully 
renews his recommendation that the 
present cumbersome and laborious ap- 
propriation system be abandoned in 
favor of a simpler and more business- 
like one. The advantages to be de- 
rived from the step proposed have 
been set down at some length in a defi- 
nite recommendation and will not be 
repeated here; the matter is, however, 
ne that merits most serious considera- 
ion and thought.

Purchases 

Purehases centralized in the Bureau 

' Supplies and Accounts amounted to 
some $75,000,000 for the fiscal year, 
representing an increase of about 18 
per cent over the previous year. This 
business was covered by 4,232 con- 
tracts and 891 bureau orders. There 
was an increase of about 20 per cent 
in the number of bids received, indicat- 
ing a wider interest in Navy business 
on the part of the commercial world. 

* * ” * 

From time to time Navy Yards and 
stations have conducted sealed-bid 
sales to dispose of condemned and sur- 
plus material. 

During the year 21 eagle boats, 
1 submarine, and 15 other vessels were 
sold. Among them were the USS Al- 
bany, Birmingham, Charleston, Chat- 
tanooga, Cleveland, Des Moines, Fred- 
erick, Huron, New Orleans, Salem, 
Sylph, Topeka, York, etc.

The Navy is now almost exclusively 
oil burning, and as a result the naval 
coal depots at Melville and Hampton 
Roads are being abandoned, and the 
quantities to be kept in storage at 
other points materially reduced. 

* * * * 
Officer Personnel 

With the idea of bringing the per- 
sonnel of the Supply Corps up to re- 
quired strength, it was planned _ to 
make 20 appointments during the fis- 
cal year 1930, but the expected sources 
of supply yielded only 6 acceptable re- 
placements. This, in itself a matter 
of grave concern, was aggravated by 
the fact that there were 16 separations 
from the corps during the same period, 
creating a net loss of 10 instead of the 
increase sought. This situation is re- 
garded as serious and has been made 
the subject of separate correspondence 
recommending the use of additional 
sources of supply. 

Close adherence to the approved 
policy of admitting a fixed number of 
officers each year rather than attempt- 
ing to fill all vacancies in any one 
year, is again recommended. Even- 
tually this would lead to a more uni- 
form distribution as to age and ex- 
perience. throughout the corps and 
lessen the danger of retarded promo- 
tions due to humps. 

On June 30, 1930, there were 260 
chief pay clerks, pay clerks,. and act- 
ing pay clerks, a net reduction of 4 
from those in the service on the same 
date a year ago. This results in a 
serious shortage, as the bureau con- 
siders 300 as a minimum.

In July, 1929, prices of food were 
rising steadily, reaching their highest 
point in October. During the remain- 
der of the year they showed a decided 
downward trend and in June, 1930, had 
reached a lower level than on the cor- 
responing date a year before. 

The average cost of the Navy ration 
for the year was $0.5346. 


Manufacturing costs of articles of 
naval uniform have been reduced over 
30 per cent within the fiscal year. 

The new plan for the operation of 
the officers’ uniform shop as regards 
(a) the unnecessary stocking of a 
large number of items of uniform 
equipment and haberdashery, (b) the 
method of manufacturing uniforms for 
officers and chief petty officers, and 
(c) the disposal of obsolete, unsalable 
articles, has placed that activity on a 
much improved basis. 


C. and R. Report 


THE annual report of Rear Adm. 

George H. Rock, CC, USN, Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Re- 
pair, and Chief Constructor of the 
Navy, was released for publication 
this week. Extracts from the report 
follow: 

The total expenditures for the fiscal 
year 1930, including sums expended 
jointly with the Bureau of Engineering, 
were approximately $60,400,000, as 
compared with $58,200,000 for the fis- 
cal year 1929. 

Personnel 

The authorized strength of the Con- 
structive Corps is 275, but the present 
number in the corps, 233, has reached 
this low figure through gradual at- 
trition in_recent years. For example, 
while no loss occurred in the year 
just ended, net losses occurred in each 
of the three preceding years of four, 
two, and two, respectively. In these 
recent years the separations of officers 
commissioned from warrant and chief 
warrant ranks have been increasing, and 
while this group represents but 18 per 
cent of the strength of the corps, 6 
of the 12 losses for the past year oc- 
curred from retirements for physical 
disability, age, or attainment of 30 
years’ service of officers obtained from 
this source. It seems clearly indicated 
that the separations of such officers, 
of whom there remained 44 on the ac- 
tive list on July 1, 1930, will be large 
in each of the next few years, and their 
places must be filled if the work for 
which this bureau is responsible is to 
be adequately handled. 

This situation would cause less con- 
cern ;f reliance could be placed on ob- 
taining additional men of suitable 
training in an emergency. The situa- 
tiotf of the Construction Corps, how- 
ever, is peculiar, in that the number 
of men in civil life trained as naval 
architects is limited. At the time of 
the World War very few naval archi- 
tects could be called from civil life for 
naval work without risk of interfering 
with the greatly expanded merchant 
shipbuilding program, which was one 
of the primary war activities, and in 
any future emergency similar condi- 
tions may reasonably be expected to 
arise. Since the war, the situation in 
the profession of naval architecture 
has been even less favorable, as the 
reduction in the amount of shipbuilding 
following the war not only reduced the 
number of naval architects employed 
but greatly discouraged recruiting by 
making the profession less attractive 
to young men than other branches of 
engineering. It is not certain that 
the present revival of shipbuilding is 
to be of sufficient duration to result in 
building up the number of recruits in 
the profession. It is important, there- 
fore, that a sufficient number of naval 
constructors: be trained to provide both 
for the peace-time work of the Navy 
and for the needs of the naval service 
in time of war. An allowance of six 
per annum, which has been the rule in 
recent years, except the one just past, 
is insufficient and it is necessary that 
the number annually designated for 
transfer to the Construction Corps be 
maintained at not less than 12, at least 
until the situation with regard to the 
separations of the officers commis- 
sioned from warrant and chief warrant 
ranks is clear and a normal rate of at- 
trition is reached. 

A gradual building up of the strength 
of the Construction Corps from the 
present low mark should be established 
as the policy of the department. 


Ships Under Construction 

In the bureau’s last annual report 
10 ships were listed as under construc- 
tion on July 1, 1929. In the year ended 
June 30, 1930, five light cruisers and 
one fleet submarine were completed and 
delivered and five new light cruisers 
and one fleet submarine were started. 
There remained under construction on 
July 1, 1930, eight light cruisers and 
two fleet submarines, a total of 10 
ships.

New Design 

Plans for new ships.—Preparation of 
contract plans for the group of light 
cruisers Nos. 37 to 41 was undertaken 
during this past year. In developing 
these plans there was available the ex- 
perience from the first of the 10,000-ton 
cruisers to be completed, which cruisers 
aroused much favorable comment on 
their trials. Full advantage was taken 
of the substantial savings in weight 





which had taken place during the con- 
struction of these earlier cruisers of

Great Lakes, Ill.—A most interesting 
and inspiring address was delivered by 
Mr. George M. Weichelt, Dec. 3, to the 
officers and men of the U. S. Naval 
Training Station here, his subject be- 
ing “The Spirit of the Navy.”

the Nos. 24 and 25 and 26 to 31 classes, 
to effect substantial improvements in 
military characteristics. The plans for 
light cruisers Nos. 37 ‘to 41 were ap- 
proved as the new design for light 
cruisers Nos. 32, 34, and 36 building 
at three navy yards, the detail plans 
for which are being developed in the 
central drafting office at the New York 
Navy Yard. Improvements were also 


made in the military characteristics of 
the Portland (CL-33) and the Indianap- 
olis (CL-35), made possible by the 
saving in weight, and the Indianapolis 
was changed to make her a flagship 
suitable for use by the commander in 
chief, United States Fleet. 


Plans for aircraft carrier CV-4, which 
were well under way during the previ- 
ous year, were completed. Extensive 
modifications in these plans were made 
in the course of this year, due to ex- 
perience in the fleet with the Lexington 
and Saratoga.

Investigation work.—A considerable 
number of studies have been made of 
the various types of ships, construc- 
tion of which is permitted under the 
London Treaty, these being 8-inch-gun 
cruisers, 6-inch-gun cruisers, 6-inch-gun 
cruisers with flying deck, leaders, de- 
stroyers, and submarines.

An extensive investigation was made 
at sea on the Cuyama of the stresses 
and vibrations in the ship’s structure, 
no similar work of this magnitude hav- 
ing previously been undertaken in this 
country. The only study on similar 
lines made abroad was that of the 
British destroyer Wolf, which was con- 
ducted by Professor Biles and which 
served as a basis for much discussion 
for many years. It is hoped that the 
Cuyama tests will not only supplement 
the Wolf’s tests but lead to practical 
results which may be incorporated in 
the design of the new oil tankers and 
in alterations to be made to these ships. 
One direct result is to confirm the as- 
sumption that most of the serious vi- 
bration is caused by unbalanced en- 
gines. One of the Cuyama’s was bal- 
anced and the other was unbalanced, 
and running with the balanced engine 
alone the amplitude of the vibration 
was very considerably reduced. The 
other engine has now been balanced 
and interesting results are looked for 
from future observations at sea. 


Studies were made during the year 
pointing toward full-scale experiments 
on the longitudinal strength of de- 
stroyers. The Cyyama experiments 
furnish material which will be of con- 
siderable assistance in these experi- 
ments, and the department has set 
aside two destroyers from the disposal 
list, which will be subjected to strength 
investigations in dry dock at the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard. In general these tests 
will include studies in shear, bending, 
racking, concentration of stresses, and 
finally the test of the ships girders to 
failure in hogged and sagged conditions. 
This will be the first time that struc- 
tural tests have been carried to the ac- 
tual destruction of the ship girders, 
which makes possible the determina- 
tion of factors of safety that exist in 
the designs. The results of these tests 
will supplement both the Wolf and the 
Cuyama experiments, and it is hoped 
will be available in time to assist ma- 
terially in the design of the leaders 
and destroyers permitted to be built 
under the terms of the London Treaty. 

Submarine Protective Devices 

Comparative tests of the three types 
of diving bells for submarine rescue by 
the S-4 dg promising results, but 
none of the bells tested were entirely 
suitable for use under the weather con- 
ditions which might be expected in an 
actual rescue operation. Certain 
changes were made on the most suit-

tember, 1930. The results of this test 
indicated that there are now no un- 
solved principles involved in the use 
of a diving bell for rescué purposes. 
The bureau is proceeding with a com- 
plete new design of rescue bell which, 
on complefion, will be tested by the 
S-4. The bell finally adopted will re- 


quire changes in the end compartment 
hatches of all submarines. 
The tests of the lifting eyes istalled 
on the S-4 have been completed by the 
Falcon. Although the crew of the Fal- 
con and the divers were thoroughly ex- 
perienced in the handling of pontoons 
in this type of work, the results of 
these tests and the investigations by 
the special boards in the submarine di- 
visions in the Pacific and the Atlantic 
showed conclusively that lifting eyes 
are useless for accomplishing the res- 
cue of a submarine crew and are not 
justified for salvage purposes. 
The submarines S-22 and S-29, which 
were designated to receive all the 
changes under consideration at that 
time, particularly those which involved 
extra weight to an extent which would 
require special compensation, were com- 
pleted and have operated with the fleet 
during the greater part of the year. 
These changes caused a reduction in 
speed and cruising radius and de- 
creased the reserve buoyancy. From 
the experience of these ships, it has 
been decided not to continue the in- 
stallation of escape locks except on 
V-class submarines. It has been de- 
cided, however, to proceed with the 
strengthening of the mainby Ikheads - 
of submarines of the Electric Boat Co. 
design.

Submarine escape apparatus. — 
Purchase of a sufficient number of sub- 
marine escape apparatus (lungs), to 
complete outfits of submarines jn com- 
mission has been completed issues 
made to all submarines.

the meantime, unofficial discussions 
have been in progress. Members of 
the Congressional Committee realize 
that they can take no action with re- 
spect to promotion, in spite of the fact 
t they hold the question of pay and 
promotion are intermingled, and they 
appreciate that if they should bring in 
a bill covering both subjects a point 
of order would kill it. So there is a 
subterranean move under way to have 
an agreement reached on promotion. 

Senator Reed is prepared to confer 
with Congressman James on this sub- 
ject.
